TUESDAY  MORNING 


The  Fifty-third  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  opened 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  Cochran  Junior  High  School,  Johnstown,  Pa.,  on  Tues- 
day morning,  December  8,  1925,  at  10 :30  o'clock.  Worthy  Master  P.  H.  Dewey 
presided.  In  accordance  with  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  National 
Grange,  which  was  adopted  during  the  present  year,  the  Grange  opened  in  full 
form  in  the  sixth  degree,  instead  of  the  fourth,  as  has  been  the  custom  at  our 
annual  meetings.  Immediately  after  the  opening  ceremony,  the  Grange  worked 
in  the  fourth  degree,  enabling  those  who  were  not  sixth  degree  members  to 
enter  the  hall. 

A  recess  was  declared  as  the  mayor  of  Johnstown,  Louis  Franke,  was  escorted 
to  the  platform.  Mayor  Franke  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  gathering, 
which  was  responded  to  by  W.  F.  Hill,  Past  Master  of  the  State  Grange.  Twenty- 
three  years  had  elapsed  since  the  State  Grange  last  met  at  Johnstown.  Mayor 
Franke  pointed  out  that  during  the  intervening  period  the  city  had  doubled  in 
size,  its  present  population  being  75,000.  Its  150  industrial  establishments  give 
employment  to  approximately  21,000  workers,  while  the  annual  output  of  these 
industries  is  estimated  at  $150,000,000. 

After  the  exchange  of  courtesies  marked  by  the  visit  of  the  mayor,  E.  B.  ' 
Dorsett,  Past  Lecturer  of  the  State  Grange,  was  called  to  the  platform  to  install 
Mrs.  Louie  Taylor  Rodgers  as  Pomona,  she  having  been  absent  at  the  installa- 
tion ceremony  at  Reading  the  previous  year.  Worthy  Master  Dewey  then  handed 
the  gavel  to  Past  Master  John  A.  McSparran  while  he  delivered  his  annual  ad- 
dress, which  was  as  follows : 

MASTER'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS 

Worthy  Patrons  of  Husbandry: 

The   honor  and   distinction   of   being  permitted   to   appear   before   this   emi- 
nent body  of  representative  Patrons  of  Husbandry  for  the  first  time  as  Master 
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of  the  Pennsylvania  State  prange  to  make  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  past 
year,  is  indeed  significant  and  affords  me  great  pleasure. 

We  have  added  five  new  Subordinate  Granges  to  the  list,  and  four  re- 
organized Subordinate  Granges,  making  a  total. of  nine  hundred  twenty-one  Sub- 
ordinate Granges  in  the  State. 

Fifteen  new  Juvenile,  together  with  one  reorganized  Juvenile  Grange  have 
been  added  to  that  department,  making  a  total  of  fifty-two  Juvenile  Granges 
in  the  State. 

Our  quota  of  fifty-seven  Pomona  Granges  remains  the  same. 

The  total  membership  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  in  Pennsylvania  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  September  30th,  was  87,000. 

While  we  have  nothing  of  outstanding  nature  in  the  year's  accomplishments 
to  report,  we  can  justly  rejoice  that  in  the  spirit  of  fraternalism,  of  loyalty  to 
the  principles  and  precepts  of  our  Order,  in  the  individual  secrifices  necessary 
to  carry  on  this  great  organization,  the  standard  has  never  been  held  higher  than 
at  the  present  time. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  know  that  the  same  spirit  prevails  throughout  the 
entire  country  wherever  Granges  have  been  established. 

The  National  Grange  report  shows  one  hundred  forty-seven  new  Subordinate 
Granges  and  sixty-two  reorganized  Granges  for  the  fiscal  year;  eight  new  and 
two  reorganized  Pomona  Granges,  and  one  hundred  twenty-nine  new'  and  four 
reorganized  Juvenile  Granges.  This  is  a  substantial  gain  in  all  these  departments, 
and  proves  conclusively  that  the  Grange  is  steadily  moving  onward  and  upward. 

THE  SUBORDINATE  GRANGE 

The  Subordinate  Grange  is  the  strong  arm  of  the  Order,  and  will  always 
hold  that  lofty  position.  It  is  in  the  Subordinate  Grange  that  we  get  the  first 
principles  instilled  in  our  minds  of  the  possibilities  of  an  organization  that  is  so 
exact  in  detail  and  so  broad  in  its  general  scope  of  activity  and  usefulness  that 
it  takes  in  everything  that  pertains  to  the  household  and  home  as  well  as  the 
field  and  farm.  It  reaches  into  every  avenue  and  by-way  of  life  in  the  rural 
community. 

A  well  conducted  Grange  will  help  to  build  up  the  church  and  the  school  and 
make  for  better  citizenship.  It  will  help  to  train  the  awkward  and  clumsy 
youth  to  become  agile  and  graceful,  wideawake  and  resourceful.  It  will  furnish 
recreation,  entertainment,  and  useful  employment  for  young  and  old  alike,  and 
especially  fo?  those  young  folks  who  are  indined  to  be  attracted  by  the  bright 
lights  of  the  city  and  big  town. 

Let  us  not  overlook,  or  underestimate,  the  possibilities  of  the  Subordinate 
Grange. 

THE  JUVENILE  GRANGE 

The  Juvenile  Grange  is  to  our  organization  what  the  Sunday  School  is  to  the 
church.     This  branch  of  the  organization  is  coming  into  prominenc'e  faster  than 
any  other,  for  the  reason  that  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  order  the  ^ 
results  can  be  calculated  or  realized. 

It  has  been  found  by  experience  that  whenever  the  Juvenile  member  reaches 
that  age  where  he  can  graduate  up  from  the  Juvenile  to  the  Subordinate  Grange, 
he  at  once  becomes  a  useful  asset  to  the  higher  body,  by  reason  of  the  knowledge 
he  has  gained  from  his  experience  in  the  Juvenile  branch  of  the  Order. 

But  this  is  not  the  big  reason  for  spreading  the  gospel  of  the  Juvenile  Grange, 
for  it  furnishes  an  opportunity  for  children  of  either  sex  to  learn  the  rudiments 
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of  business,  of  parliamentary  practice,  and  of  law  and  order;  yet  the  process  is

Through  the  Pomona  meetings,  the  touch  of  fraternity  is  fostered  to  that 
extent  and  m  such  manner  that  Patrons  from  every  section  of  a  great  county 
become  as  neighbors.  Pomona  meetings  are  held  four  times  a  year  to  discuss 
methods  of  conducting  the  Grange,  and  these  gatherings  give  the  members  an 
opportunity  to  greet  each  other  in  a  spirit  of  brotherly  love,  in  the  little  group 
gatherings  before  and  after  each  session. 

The  Pomona  Grange  is  the  medium  through  which  the  various  Subordinate 
Grange  representatives  can  air  their  problems,  as  well  as  in  a  collective  manner 
and  present  a  solid  front  by  way  of  resolutions  of  county  or  state-wide  importance. 

The  Pomona  should  feel  and  show  a  disposition  to  mother  the  little  flock  of 
Subordinate  Granges  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  should  never  neglect  an  op- 
portunity to  assist  whenever  called  upon,  but  should  be  on  the  alert  to  render 
assistance  without  being  solicited. 

THE  RITUAL 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  witness  the  wonderful  strides  made  in  ritualistic 
and  degree  work.  For  several  years  this  feature  has  been  enlarged  upon  as  one 
of  great  importance,  and  there  has  been  no  slackening  of  eagerness  to  perform 
every  function  of  Grange  procedure  in  the  most  commendable  manner. 

Degree  teams  are  springing  up  everywhere,  and  often  vie  with  each  other  in 
their  production.  If  there  ever  was  any  reason  why  the  Grange  did  not  or 
could  not  perform  the  work  as  commendably  as  other  organizations,  that  time 
has  passed.  There  is  no  longer  any  reason  or  excuse  for  inferior  work,  and  the 
inherent  pride  that  should  dominate  every  soul  that  belongs  to  the  great  Order 
of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  should  assert  itself  until  we  can  justly  point  with  pride  to 
whatever  we  undertake  to  accomplish. 

CO-OPERATION 

There  is  no  organization  with  possibilities  so  great  for  assisting  the  farmer 
to  solve  his  problems  as  the  Grange,  if  he  will  use  the  multitude  of  avenues 
available. 

The  principles  used  by  the  Milk  League,  the  Potatoe  Growers*  Association, 
the  Fruit  Growers'  Association,  the  Wool  Growers,*  Stock  Raisers,  etc.,  have 
long  been  advocated  by  the  Grange. 

Some  people  have  used  the  Grange  to  the  extent  that  through  its  various 
channels  they  have  been  able  to  buy  what  they  have  to  buy,  and  sell  what  they 
have  to  sell  cooperatively. 

We  welcome  these  auxiliary  organizations,  for  the  reason  that  they  are  the 
fulfillment  of  the  cooperative  thoughts  and  sentiments,  as  well  as  actions  of  the 
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years  of  Grange  preparation  for  something  definite,  something  tangible,  some- 
thing effective  along  a  certain  line. 

But  that  furnishes  no  good  reason  why  anyone  enjoying  the  blessings  of  such 
coordinated  effort  should  forsake  the  Grange,  or  become  lukewarm  toward  its 
interests.  The  innumerable  possibilities  of  the  Grange  movement  is  its  greatest 
weakness.  There  are  so  many  avenues  of  procedure  that  to  dwell  too  long  upon 
one  thought  or  subject  would  destroy  or  at  least  stunt  the  many  other  thoughts 
and  subjects  that  are  of  just  as  much  importance  to  the  life  and  well  being  of 
the  farmer  and  his  family. 

Therefore  we  are  content  with  the  practice  of  experimenting  with  almost 
every  reasonable  proposition  until  we  find  the  best  solution  to  that  particular 
problem,  then  set  it  up  as  a  full  grown  enterprise  to  shift  for  its  own  well-bemg. 

Striking  examples  of  this  are  found  in  the  insurance  problems  and  in  the 
Keystone  Grange  Exchange.  These  organizations  have  never  forsaken  the  parent 
organization,  yet  they  are  self  sustaining  and  prosperous  to  a  superlative  degree, 
and  the  officers  are  proud  of  the  achievements  of  the  organization  that  made  it 
possible  for  them  to  exist. 

INSURANCE 

There  are  now  twenty-five  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies  within 
the  State,  and  they  furnish  to  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  aPP^^^;;^^^?Jy^^"f  ^^^^ 
and  eight  miUions  of  dollars  of  protection;  in  other  words  $108,0U0,UUU  ot  tire 
insurance  is  in  force  today  in  the  various  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Compames 

of  the  State. 

The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  is  furmshing  to  the 
Patrons  of  our  state  a  legal  reserve  insurance  that  should  appeal  to  every  red 
blooded  man  or  woman,  whether  married  or  single. 

Life  insurance  is  a  necessity  and  amounts  to  a  duty,  and  should  be  studied 
from  every  standpoint,  and  all  who  can  should  avail  themselves  of  whatever 
amount  best  serves  their  needs  and  resources. 

The  Compensation   Act  of   1915,  which  imposes  an  obligation   upon   all  em- 
ployers  of  labor,  except  those  engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits  and  domestic  duties 
compelling  them  to  carry  compensation  insurance,  necessitated  the  action  of  the 
State  Grange  officials  in  protecting  the  interests  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry. 

Soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  was  found  that  ^^^^^^^^^^/^^Pf  °"^,/^^^^^ 
had  always  been  looked  upon  as  agricultural  were  not  so  defined  by  the  courts 
therefore  in  self  defense  the  Grange  established   what  is  known  as  the   Grange 
Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company  for  the  protection  of  its  members. 

Automobile  protection  of  some  kind  has  become  imperative,  and  the  Ex- 
ecuttTco:^LTL  unanimously  indorsed  a  contract  with  the  Manufacturers 
Casualty  Insurance  Company,  of  925  Walnut  Street,  Philadelphia. 

This  is  the  same  company  that  carried  our  casualty  insurance  company 
during  ts  formative  stages.' Each  form  of  insurance  enumerated  is  thoroughly  a 
Grange  product,  and  should  be  encouraged  and  fostered  by  all  Grange  people. 

KEYSTONE  GRANGE  EXCHANGE 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  did  last  year  $1,020,000  worth  of  business 
and  will  go  considerably  over  that  this  year.  Through  this  channel  alone  the 
Patrol,  of  Husbandry  of  Pennsylvania  have  been  able  to  save  thousands  of 
IlTar  vearlf  yet^^^  are  many  who  do  not  take  advantage  of  this  conserva- 
tive busCss-like  money  saving  avenue  of  activity  that  the  Grange  has  provided. 
The^e  institutlo^^^^^  Tould  be  made  use  of,  for  what  the  Grange  can  do  for  one, 
it  can  do  for  all,  if  each  will  take  the  same  advantage. 
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TAXATION 

The  old  and  threadbare  subject  of  taxation  ever  has  its  new  and  novel  side 
presented  by  the  fantastic  effort  of  tax  doctors. 

The  proposed  legislation  now  pending  the  action  of  the  National  Congress 
relative  to  income  tax,  if  passed,  will  relieve  a  certain  class  of  taxpayers  greatly. 
But  therein  is  no  relief  for  the  average  farmer,  and  absolutely  no  significant  or 
definite  attempt  toward  equalization  of  taxation. 

Equalization  of  taxation  can  never  be  brought  about  by  singling  out  certain 
groups,  and  enacting  laws  to  suit  their  wishes,  but  rather  bj;  the  enactment  of 
just  and  equitable  tax  laws  that  will  rest  upon  every  individual  or  interest  exactly 
alike. 

Where  is  the  justification  for  the  almost  unlimited  usurpation  exercised  in  the 
system  of  tax  levy  upon  property,  that  amounts  to  extortion,  for  local  purposes, 
while  other  enterprises  and  investments  that  happen  to  be  a  little  less  tangible  yet 
often  much  more  profitable,  escape  almost  scot  free,  or  the  levy  is  so  small  as  to 
be  a  negligible  quantity,  because  it  is  paid  in  the  nature  of  a  state  tax  ? 

There  should  be  a  limit  to  the  amount  a  dollar  can  be  taxed,  and  then  each 
dollar  within  the  same  jurisdiction  should  be  taxed  exactly  alike  whether  it  is 
invested  in  a  coal  mine,  a  railroad,  a  farm,  a  manufacturing  plant,  a  judgment 
note,  or  a  mortgage. 

The  critic  will  likely  say  that  this  condition  would  be  impossible,  and  perhaps 
ridiculous;  yet  there  are  property  owners  in  our  state  today  who  are  paying  as 
much  as  eighty-six  mills  on  the  dollar  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  their  property, 
while  corporate  interests  (some  of  them),  pay  five  mills  on  their  capital  stock, 
and  those  who  loan  money  for  an  occupation  pay  four  mills. 

In  other  words  the  first-named  group  pays  twenty-one  and  one-half  times  as 
much  of  the  burden  of  taxation  as  the  latter  group.  Ridiculous  is  too  tame  a 
word  for  such  a  condition.     Extortion  is  a  better  definition. 

"THE  GRANGE  NEWS" 

The  Grange  News  is  the  official  organ  of  the  Order  in  the  State  and  carries 
messages  from  one  part  of  the  state  to  another,  spreading  the  Grange  gospel  into 
nearly  every  Patron's  home. 

While  it  is  true  that  this  paper  cannot  carry  in  full  all  the  various  activities 
of  each  Grange,  nevertheless  the  policy  of  the  paper  is  to  carry  as  much  of  the 
personal  and  local  news  as  is  possible,  and  still  maintain  a  paper  of  state  wide 
importance. 

Everything  is  being  done  to  make  this  an  attractive  and  newsy  monthly 
visitor  in  the  home  that  can  be  done  with  the  limited  amount  of  funds  available, 
as  well  as  to  carry  the  legislative  and  executive  reports  and  demands. 

The  Husbandman  and  Matron  as  well  as  the  children  will  find  something 
interesting  in  each  issue  if  they  will  look  it  over. 

LEGISLATIVE 

Every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  land  is  amenable  to  the  laws  of  the 
Nation  and  State  to  which  they  belong. 

Therefore  every  man  and  woman  should  make  it  a  part  of  their  business  to 
see  that  we  have  just  and  equitable  laws.  This  right  can  be  exercised  at  the  polls 
by  every  qualified  citizen  without  fear  or  favor. 

But  we  must  go  farther  than  that  if  we  would  cull  out  the  unjust  and  in- 
equitable  laws  from  the  statute  books  of  our  state  and  place  thereon  such   laws 
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as  will  give  to  each  a  just  share  of  the  burden  of  government,  as  well  as  the 
benefits  derived  therefrom. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  we  have  established  a  legislative  committee,  clothed 
with  power  to  act  for  the  State  Grange  upon  such  measures  as  directly  or  in- 
directly affect  the  general  welfare  of  rural  life. 

This  Committee  has  been  able  to  substantially  block  such  ridiculous  legisla- 
tion as  the  proposal  for  the  so-called  "Daylight  Saving  Time,"  together  with  the 
Marshall  Bill  of  1921,  and  subsequent  Ludlow  bills  of  1923  and  1925,  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  assessors  and  tax  collectors  instead  of  by  election  as  the 
law  now  provides.' 

By  reason  of  determined  action  coupled  with  that  of  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment, impression  was  made  sufficient  to  cause  the  legislature  to  appropriate 
$3,000,000  for  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  in  the  herds  of  the  state. 

Of  course  in  the  final  analysis,  in  order  to  equalize  expenditures  within  the 
radius  of  resources  available,  the  governor  was  obliged  to  cut  this  somewhat ;  but 
we  still  have  for  the  biennium  of  1925  and  1926,  the  splendid  sum  of  $2,090,000 
with  which  to  fight  bovine  tuberculosis. 

The  State  Grange  Legislative  Committee  has  received  the  utmost  considera- 
tion from  the  Governor  and  both  branches  of  the  legislature,  making  it  possible 
to  accomplish  many  things  that  could  not  be  done  if  it  were  otherwise. 

THE  COUNTRY  PHYSICIAN 

We  are  living  in  hopes  that  the  Medical  Fraternity  will  wake  up  to  the  rural 
medical  situation,  before  the  people  become  enraged  beyond  reason.  We  need 
the  old  fashioned  country  doctor  just  as  much  now  as  we  ever  did.  And  while 
we  agree  that  the  best  is  none  too  good,  and  that  some  should  be  trained  beyond 
what  could  be  reasonably  expected  of  every  small  town  physician,  we  will  not 
agree  that  all  should  be  trained  for  specialists,  necssitating  a  prohibitive  course 
of  study  for  any  but  the  wealthy  class. 

We  believe  that  a  physician  with  training  sufficient  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood, 
is  better  than  none,  when  one  is  bleeding  to  death. 

We  believe  that  a  physician  that  can  distinguish  between  measles  and  small 
pox,  or  whooping  cough  from  mumps  would  help  some  in  a  rural  community, 
and  he  need  not  be  so  highly  trained  in  all  that  noble  profession  as  to  be  able  to 
graft  monkey  glands  successfully  upon  a  blind  man's  eyes. 

The  medical  course  for  general  practitioners  should  not  exceed  four  years, 
including  one  year  of  hospital  interne  work  or  other  form  or  apprenticeship. 

This  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  other  intellectual  callings, 
practically  none  of  which  exact  a  minimum  requirement  of  more  than  four  years 
after  leaving  high  school. 

In  substantiation  of  the  above,  we  have  the  high  authority  of  Dr.  William 
Allen  Pusey,  of  Chicago,  who  recently  retired  as  president  of  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

In  answer  to  the  great  and  growing  question  about  the  scarcity  of  country 
physicians,  Dr.  Pusey  says:  "The  point  that  I  am  after  and  that  these  facts 
establish,  is  that  an  academic  medical  education  below  what  I  would  make  the 
minimum  has  proved  an  adequate  foundation  for  the  building  of  the  careers  of 
most  competent  physicians  of  the  present  day." 

Speaking  of  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  certain  medical  schools  to  set  up  still 
higher  entrance  requirements,  Dr.  Pusey  says :  "The  trouble  in  this  movement  in 
medical  education— and  it  is  a  danger  in  every  similar  movement— our  interest 
has  become  engrossed  with  the  thing  itself  and  we  are  failing  to  give  due  con- 
sideration   to    its    purpose.    The    perfection    of    the    instrument    rather    than    its 
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usefulness  occupies  attention.  And  so  we  go  on  elaborating  medical  education  and 
denianding  more  and  more  for  it  in  order  to  meet  our  ideals,  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  Its  product  does  not  fulfill  practical  needs.  And  then  as  always  under 
such  conditions,  we  seek  to  justify  our  course  on  the  ground  of  necessity-that 
a  proper  article  cannot  be  produced  at  less  expense. 

"It  is  a  good  deal  like  the  position  of  your  architect  who  insists  that  the  only 
proper  house  for  you  is  one  you  cannot  afford  either  to  build  or  to  live  in. 
^       "Medical  education  itself  is  the  object  of  our  academic  zeal;  if  our  plans  for 
It  are  impracticable  in  an  ordinary  world,  so  much  the  worse  for  the  world." 

If  we  do  not  get  relief  from  the  situation  that  has  already  driven  hundreds 
of  good  farmers  from  the  farm,  and  is  keeping  thousands  of  prospective  buyers 
from  the  life  of  a  farmer,  we  are  frank  to  say  that  we  will  ask  relief  by  means 
of  progressive  legislation. 

We  will  not  forever  quietly  acquiesce  in  a  system  that  virtually  compels  the 
expectant  mother  to  go  away  from  home  for  weeks  to  a  hospital  or  go  through 
that  most  trying  and  tender  trial  of  human  existence  away  back  in  the  lone- 
some recesses  of  rural  civilization,  without  medical  attention,  because  of  the 
scarcity  of  doctors  and  the  prohibitive  charges  made  by  these  doctors  that  still 
can  be  prevailed  upon  to  go  on  these  long  drives. 

We  would  be  glad  if  the  medical  fraternity  would  discover  what  they  have 
done  and  are  doing  to  destroy  contentment  in  rural  life,  and  once  more  fill  their 
medical  institutions  with  bright  progressive  young  men  of  moderate  means,  with 
a  course  short  enough  that  the  student  would  not  be  gray  with  age  before  he 
starts  to  practice. 


GIANT  POWER 

Giant  Power  is  so  called  from  the  enormity  of  the  proposed  project  of 
harnessing  the  water  power  of  the  great  river  system,  and  mine  mouth  power 
plants  to  furnish  electricity  sufficient  to  drive  wheels  of  industry,  the  railroad 
trains,  and  heat  and  light  t)n  a  broad  scale  for  all  who  desire  to  use  the  same. 

The  Grange  interests  have  been  carefully  watching  the  methods  of  those 
pioneers  who  are  blazing  the  way  in  this  new  and  gigantic  enterprise,  and  will 
defend  the  interest  of  the  farmer  in  every  possible  manner. 

The  high  power  lines  are  destined  to  traverse  the  entire  country,  and  the 
farmer  will  ultimately  use  his  share  of  this  modern  and  convenient  equipment, 
providing  his  rights  and  interest  are  preserved. 

CONSERVATION 

Our  timber  interests  should  be  saved  and  protected  for  the  sake  of  economy 
and  for  the  use  of  future  generations.  Several  times  the  State  Grange  has  gone 
on  record,  advocating  the  purchasing  of  lands  available  for  forestry  purposes  by 
the  State. 

We  wish  to  again  emphasize  the  necessity  of  this  forward  looking  movement. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  should  buy  timber  than  that 
the  people  of  Iowa  should  buy  corn,  or  the  people  of  Kansas  should  buy  wheat. 

We  use  2,500,000,000  feet  of  timber  per  year,  and  four-fifths  of  that  amount 
is  shipped  in  from  other  states  and  territories.  For  the  transportation  of  that 
enormous  amount  alone  it  costs  us  $25,000,000  annually. 

Should  we  spend  $25,000,000  for  the  acquisition  of  lands  sufficient  to  raise  our 
own  timber,  or  should  we  keep  on  paying  that  enormous  sum  each  year  for  the 
transportation  alone?  There  should  be  no  question  about  the  matter;  we  should 
own  our  own  timber. 
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as  will  give  to  each  a  just  share  of  the  burden  of  government,  as  well  as  the 
benefits  derived  therefrom. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  we  have  established  a  legislative  committee,  clothed 
with  power  to  act  for  the  State  Grange  upon  such  measures  as  directly  or  in- 
directly affect  the  general  welfare  of  rural  life. 

This  Committee  has  been  able  to  substantially  block  such  ridiculous  legisla- 
tion as  the  proposal  for  the  so-called  "Daylight  Saving  Time,"  together  with  the 
Marshall  Bill  of  1921,  and  subsequent  Ludlow  bills  of  1923  and  1925,  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  assessors  and  tax  collectors  instead  of  by  election  as  the 
law  now  provides.' 

By  reason  of  determined  action  coupled  with  that  of  the  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment, impression  was  made  sufficient  to  cause  the  legislature  to  appropriate 
$3,000,000  for  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  in  the  herds  of  the  state. 

Of  course  in  the  final  analysis,  in  order  to  equalize  expenditures  within  the 
radius  of  resources  available,  the  governor  was  obliged  to  cut  this  somewhat;  but 
we  still  have  for  the  biennium  of  1925  and  1926,  the  splendid  sum  of  $2,090,000 
with  which  to  fight  bovine  tuberculosis. 

The  State  Grange  Legislative  Committee  has  received  the  utmost  considera- 
tion from  the  Governor  and  both  branches  of  the  legislature,  making  it  possible 
to  accomplish  many  things  that  could  not  be  done  if  it  were  otherwise. 

THE  COUNTRY  PHYSICIAN 

We  are  living  in  hopes  that  the  Medical  Fraternity  will  wake  up  to  the  rural 
medical  situation,  before  the  people  become  enraged  beyond  reason.  We  need 
the  old  fashioned  country  doctor  just  as  much  now  as  we  ever  did.  And  while 
we  agree  that  the  best  is  none  too  good,  and  that  some  should  be  trained  beyond 
what  could  be  reasonably  expected  of  every  small  town  physician,  we  will  not 
agree  that  all  should  be  trained  for  specialists,  necssitating  a  prohibitive  course 
of  study  for  any  but  the  wealthy  class. 

We  beheve  that  a  physician  with  training  sufficient  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood, 
is  better  than  none,  when  one  is  bleeding  to  death. 

We  believe  that  a  physician  that  can  distinguish  between  measles  and  small 
pox,  or  whooping  cough  from  mumps  would  help  some  in  a  rural  community, 
and  he  need  not  be  so  highly  trained  in  all  that  noble  profession  as  to  be  able  to 
graft  monkey  glands  successfully  upon  a  blind  man's  eyes. 

The  medical  course  for  general  practitioners  should  not  exceed  four  years, 
including  one  year  of  hospital  interne  work  or  other  form  or  apprenticeship. 

This  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  other  intellectual  callings, 
practically  none  of  which  exact  a  minimum  requirement  of  more  than  four  years 
after  leaving  high  school. 

In  substantiation  of  the  above,  we  have  the  high  authority  of  Dr.  William 
Allen  Pusey,  of  Chicago,  who  recently  retired  as  president  of  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

In  answer  to  the  great  and  growing  question  about  the  scarcity  of  country 
physicians,  Dr.  Pusey  says:  "The  point  that  I  am  after  and  that  these  facts 
establish,  is  that  an  academic  medical  education  below  what  I  would  make  the 
minimum  has  proved  an  adequate  foundation  for  the  building  of  the  careers  of 
most  competent  physicians  of  the  present  day." 

Speaking  of  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  certain  medical  schools  to  set  up  still 
higher  entrance  requirements,  Dr.  Pusey  says :  "The  trouble  in  this  movement  in 
medical  education—and  it  is  a  danger  in  every  similar  movement— our  interest 
has  become  engrossed  with  the  thing  itself  and  we  are  failing  to  give  due  con- 
sideration   to    its    purpose.    The    perfection    of    the    instrument    rather    than    its 
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usefulness  occupies  attention  And  so  we  go  on  elaborating  medical  education  and 
demanding  more  and  more  for  it  in  order  to  meet  our  ideals,  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  Its  product  does  not  fulfill  practical  needs.  And  then  as  always  under 
such  conditions,  we  seek  to  justify  our  course  on  the  ground  of  necessity-that 
a  proper  article  cannot  be  produced  at  less  expense. 

'Tt  is  a  good  deal  like  the  position  of  your  architect  who  insists  that  the  only 
proper  house  for  you  is  one  you  cannot  afford  either  to  build  or  to  live  in. 

"Medical  education  itself  is  the  object  of  our  academic  zeal;  if  our  plans  for 
It  are  impracticable  in  an  ordinary  world,  so  much  the  worse  for  the  world." 

If  we  do  not  gtt  relief  from  the  situation  that  has  already  driven  hundreds 
of  good  farmers  from  the  farm,  and  is  keeping  thousands  of  prospective  buyers 
from  the  life  of  a  farmer,  we  are  frank  to  say  that  we  will  ask  relief  by  means 
of  progressive  legislation. 

We  will  not  forever  quietly  acquiesce  in  a  system  that  virtually  compels  the 
expectant  mother  to  go  away  from  home  for  weeks  to  a  hospital  or  go  through 
that  most  trying  and  tender  trial  of  human  existence  away  back  in  the  lone- 
some recesses  of  rural  civilization,  without  medical  attention,  because  of  the 
scarcity  of  doctors  and  the  prohibitive  charges  made  by  these  doctors  that  still 
can  be  prevailed  upon  to  go  on  these  long  drives. 

We  would  be  glad  if  the  medical  fraternity  would  discover  what  they  have 
done  and  are  doing  to  destroy  contentment  in  rural  life,  and  once  more  fill  their 
medical  institutions  with  bright  progressive  young  men  of  moderate  means,  with 
a  course  short  enough  that  the  student  would  not  be  gray  with  age  before  he 
starts  to  practice. 


GIANT  POWER 

Giant  Power  is  so  called  from  the  enormity  of  the  proposed  project  of 
harnessing  the  water  power  of  the  great  river  system,  and  mine  mouth  power 
plants  to  furnish  electricity  sufficient  to  drive  wheels  of  industry,  the  railroad 
trains,  and  heat  and  light  bn  a  broad  scale  for  all  who  desire  to  use  the  same.

We  are  proud  of  our  school  system  so  far  as  universities,  colleges,  academies, 
normal  schools  and  high  schools  are  concerned  We  are  also  ,ust  as  proud  o^ 
our  little  country  school,  and  there  are  many  places  where  the  ninth  and  tenth 
grid  hotdd  be  taught,  instead  of  taking  children  so  far  frorn  fo-e  -ch  .f  y 
or  compelling  them  to  board  away  from  home  during  the  school  term  This  is 
breaklllg  up  the  country  life  and  destroying  the  personal  contact  of  teacher, 
pupil  and  parent  that  once  meant  so  much  to  the  rural  community. 

We  believe  in  good  citizenship,  and  will  continue  to  practice  by  Precept  and 
example  those  cardinal  principles  which  bind  our  brotherhood  in  unbreakable 
bands  to  our  national  flag  and  all  for  which  it  stands. 

We  deplore  the  condition  that  necessitates  the  reform  in  our  election  laws. 
The  seriousness  of  the  situation  probably  has  not  dawned  upon  the  average  voter 

Fraud   in   a  single   election  district   may  not   only    ^/a^dulently   allow   loca 
candidates  to  take  office,  but  it  may  affect  the  election  of  a  whole  state,  so  that 
the  honest  and  earnest  efforts  of  a  whole  state-wide  campaign  may  be  refeated 
by  the  fraudulent  practices  of  a  single  election  district. 

We  trust  that  the  effort  the  Governor  is  making  to  5°"^^*  this  evil  will  bear 
fruit,  and  that  something  can  be  done  to  curb  this  nefarious  and  corrapt  practice. 

ENFORCEMENT 

Whenever  reference  is  made  in  any  way  to  enforcement,  the  general  im- 
pression is  that  enforcement  of  the  Volstead  Act  is  what  is  meant.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  CHAPLAIN 

Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Sister  and  Brother,  again  we  are  permitted  to  greet  each  other  and  to  renew 
the  ties  so  pleasantly  formed  in  the  days  gone  by.  "Along  the  River  of  time 
we  glide"  but,  if  we  have  left  a  smile  along  its  shore  we  have  not  lived  in  vain. 
This  year,  as  one  raised  on  a  farm,  I  want  to  talk  about  the  country. 

THE  COUNTRY  HOME 

The  safeguard  and  bulwark  of  a  great  nation,  Sister  Lyons,  has,'  during  the 
past  years,  been  telling  us  many  important  things  about  this  great  institution, 
but  I  want  to  take  it  from  another  point  of  view.  Thank  God  thosfe  homes  are 
still  with  us.  They  are  rapidly  changing  but  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  they 
will  not  lose  their  sacred  influence. 

The  rural  mail,  the  telephone  and  the  radio  have  put  the  obscure  home  in  the 
country  in  the  centre  of  the  world.  The  railroad  train  and  the  trolley  are  com- 
mon, since  the  airplane  is  nearly  as  common  as  the  birds,  but  those  are  not 
the  terms  that  make  the  home,  and  our  country,  "God's  Country." 

One  home  that  I  have  in  my  mind  is  a  board  shack.  The  floors  are  nearly 
bare,  the  furniture  is  primitive,  but  when  I  asked  one  of  the  boys  who  had  just 
returned  from  the  World  War  how  it  seemed,  he  replied  with  emphasis,  "It  is 
Heaven." 

Father  and  mother,  brothers  and  sisters  were  there  and  close  by  was  the 
church  and  the  little  school  house  and  the  boyhood  companions.  I  have  no 
doubt  but  like  many  another,  he  had  often  referred  to  that  place  on  top  of  the 
mountain  as  God's  Country.  And  just  so  long  as  it  remains  that,  we  need  not 
fear  for  our  nation.  Out  from  those  country  homes  is  flowing  the  stream  of 
vitality  that  is  keeping  up  the  strength  of  a  mighty  nation. 

THE  COUNTRY  BOY 

There  the  country  boy  is  raised ;  from  earliest  childhood  he  has  felt  the  pinch 
of  strict  economy,  and  early  in  life  he  has  felt  the  weight  of  responsibility  resting 
on  his  young  shoulders.  He  has  had  his  share  of  the  work,  first,  as  mother's 
errand  boy.  All  too  soon  in  the  dawning  of  the  early  morning  an  authorative 
voice  has  aroused  him  from  his  slumbers.  Harry,  Bill,  or  Joe  as  the  case  may 
be,  knows  that  a  new  day  has  begun  and  he  must  start  the  fire  and  get  the  cows. 
He  feels  fortunate  if  he  don't  have  to  go  to  the  back  end  of  the  farm  for  them, 
and  many  a  morning  he  has  run  all  the  way  through  the  frost  to  chase  up  a 
cow  to  get  his  feet  warm.  I  heard  his  voice  last  summer  calling  and  it  was  as 
clear  as  a  bell,  "Coo  Boss !" 

His  mother  calls  him  Willie,  his  father  calls  him  Will,  but  the  gang  calls 
him  Bill.     No  one  who  is  wise  calls  him   Sissie  unless  he  is  a  record  sprinter. 

Little  does  that  boy  think,  going  about  his  homely  duties,  that  the  world 
is  impatiently  listening  for  his  voice,  on  the  platform,  or  in  the  halls  of  Congress. 
Or  that  big  business  is  going  to  claim  his  energies,  developed  out  there  in  the 
Country;  or  that  in  the  days  to  come  he  will  realize  that  David  was  just  such 
as  he  when  he  sang,  "The  Lord  is  my  Shepherd."    Or  that  it  was  the  same  canopy 
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overhead  that  inspired  the  words,  "The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God." 

Out  there  in  the  country  he  is  close  to  nature,  that  is  compelling  him  to 
think  and  is  constantly  throwing  him  upon  his  own  resources.  He  will  in  all 
probability  not  know  how  to  shuffle  the  paste  boards,  but  he  will  know  how  to 
swing  an  axe  or  a  scythe;  his  feet  may  not  know  how  to  fox  trot,  but  they 
will  know  how  to  get  over  a  stake  and  ride  fences ;  he  may  not  know  the  mechanism 
of  an  airplane,  but,  he  will  know  how  to  turn  a  straight  furrow;  he  may  not 
know  the  music  of  Handel  but  he  will  know  the  trill  of  the  bobolink  and  the 
song  of  the  thrush,  though  not  able  to  see  him.  He  may  not  be  able  to  give 
you  his  ancestory  for  three  generations  back,  but  he  will  be  able  to  give  you 
the  pedigree  of  that  colt  in  the  barn  and  that  calf  in  the  pasture.  His  days  in 
the  little  red  school  house  may  be  only  one  hundred  forty  in  the  year,  but  all 
the  other  days  he  is  out  in  the  big  school  of  nature  with  his  eyes  and  ears  wide 
open,  and  his  mind  is  absorbing  knowledge  that  is  going  to  make  him  indispensable 
to  those»with  whom  he  will  be  associated  in  the  future. 

John  Greenleaf  Whittier  was  one  of  them,  and  says : 

Knowledge   never  learned   of   schools, 
Of  the  wild  bee's  morning  chase. 
Of   the   wild-flower's   time   and   place. 
Flight  of  fowl  and  habitude 
Of  the  tenants  of  the  wood; 

How  the  robin  feeds  her  young. 
How  the  oriole's  nest  is  hung, 
Where  the  whitest  lillies  blow. 
Where  the  freshest  berries  grow; 

For  eschewing  books  and  tasks, 
Nature  answers  all  he  asks. 
Face  to  face  with  her  he  talks — 
Part  and  parcel  of  her  joy. 
Blessings  on  the  barefoot  boy! 

The  cry  goes  up,  "Keep  this  boy  of  the  farm"  but,  "big  business"  will  not 
let  us.  In  Clearfield  we  had  him  in  the  person  of  the  Farm  Agent  but  a  big 
packing  firm  of  the  West  took  him  away  from  us.  A  bank  took  another;  a 
trust  company  took  another,  a  coal  company  took  another,  and  so  it  goes.  In 
fact  big  business  knows  that  the  city  does  not  produce  men  that  will  carry  on 
their  works  as  the  country  boy  will.  But  he  isn't  like  Topsy,  who  "Just  growed." 
His  parents,  when  he  was  an  infant,  took  him  to  the  little  country  church  and 
in  the  years  to  come  he  will  not  remember  a  single  word  of  the  sermons  preached 
there,  nor  a  single  fact  taught,  but  the  very  atmosphere  of  the  sacred  place  will 
so  saturate  his  whole  being  that  it  will  influence  his  future  thought  and  actions. 

Thie  minister  will  be  his  sympathetic  friend  and  will  be  interested  in  his  fun 
and  pursuits.  He  will  know  about  the  nest  of  rabbits  in  the  back  field,  and  as 
he  gets  older  he  will  be  the  one  asked  about  the  best  schools  and  colleges.  That 
minister  may  not  be  a  great  orator,  but  he  has  been  in  that  home  when  epidemic 
threatened  the  whole  family  and  has  brought  cheer.  He  has  been  there  when 
some  form  lay  still,  and  has  brought  comfort  when  otherwise  there  would  have 
been  only  despair. 

That  minister  has  been  the  sharer  of  all  the  interests  of  that  home  and  they 
have  come  to  know  him  as  a  true  friend,  and  to  know  also  that  he  has  revealed 
none  of  its  privacies.  They  have  come  to  trust  him  in  every  condition  of  life. 
He  was  raised  in  the  country. 
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THE  COUNTRY  DOCTOR 

The  country  doctor,  through  several  generations  of  rural  life  the  most  un- 
tiring and  heroic  of  all  the  servants  of  the  people,  is  passing  away.  Where 
twenty-five  years  ago  there  were  three  or  four  doctors,  there  is  but  one;  and  if 
you  go  into  the  medical  schools  you  will  not  find  one  who  expects  to  settle  in 
the  country.  What  is  the  matter?  Is  it  that  the  medical  student  of  the  present 
day  is  a  coward,  or  too  lazy  to  enter  the  grind  of  country  practice?  I  do  not 
think  so. 

But  in  the  olden  days  a  young  man  with  a  common  school  education  could 
qualify  for  practice  in  two  or  three  years,  while  now  he  must  have  four  years  of 
high  school  and  the  greater  part  if  not  the  whole  of  a  college  education  before  he 
will  be  accepted  as  a  medical  student,  and  there  are  four  to  six  years  before  he 
will  be  qualified  to  practice  under  law.  It  has  cost  him  ten  thousand  dollars  and 
more  to  get  ready  for  his  profession,  so  how  is  it  possible  for  him  to  take  up 
the  country  practice  when  the  people  cannot  pay  the  price  he  must  have  for  his 
services  ? 

We  are  coming  to  the  place  when  we  country  people  cannot  afford  to  be 
sick,  much  less,  to  die.  The  time  is  almost  here  when  we  will  have  to  either 
endow  scholarships  in  our  medical  schools  so  that  the  poor  boy  can  enter  the 
profession,  or  else  require  oui^  representatives  to  pass  laws  permitting  a  shorter 
and  more  economical  course,  so  he  can  take  the  required  course  without  such 
great  sacrifice  and  expense.  As  it  is,  only  the  sons  of  the  wealthy  are  able  to 
take  the  course  required,  and  in  the  future  the  rural  home  will  be  without 
medical  attention.  What  I  want  is  that  our  country  boy  shall  be  permitted  to 
come  back  to  minister  to  those  among  whom  he  was  raised.  The  teacher  and  the 
minister  have  ways  opened  to  them,  but  not  to  the  doctor.     And  why  not  for  him? 

TEMPERANCE 

I  am  not  discussing  a  temperance  question.  Where  alcohol  is  concerned  there 
is  no  question  of  temperance,  but  of  violation  of  law  that  is  well,  nigh  treason. 

It  is  now  known  that  alcohol  has  a  place  only  in  pickling  dead  bodies.  As  a 
food  or  medicine  it  is  a  poison  to  be  avoided. 

And  yet  there  is  much  said  about  the  demand  for  our  Uncle  Sam  to  permit 
Its  sale  as  a  beverage,  but  that  old  gentleman  will  never  be  persuaded  to  give 
his  sanction  to  what  has  been  the  greatest  curse  of  his  people. 

But  you  say,  "There  is  a  great  clamor  for  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amend- 
tment."  Yes,  that  may  be,  but  it  is  like  the  howl  of  the  coyote  which  to  the 
tenderfoot  sounds  like  a  whole  pack. 

It  may  take  a  generation  to  get  control  of  the  lawlessness;  but,  as  it  is, 
the  conditions  is  sixty  to  seventy  per  cent,  better  than  under  the  license  system  even 
when  the  law  is  most  openly  violated. 

Those  who  understand  the  ways  of  this  animal  know  that  allowance  must  be 
made  for  sound  and  fury.  The  fact  is  that  the  number  of  people  clamoring  for 
the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  is  not  so  great  as  the  "wets"  would 
like  to  make  it  appear. 

It  may  take  a  generation  to  get  control  of  the  lawlessness,  but  even  with  the 
lax  enforcement  we  have  had  from  the  beginning  of  the  prohibition  era,  condi- 
tions are  from  sixty  to  seventy  per  cent,  better  than  under  the  license  system 

which  has  now  been  abolished.

The  receipts  reported  by  the  Treasurer  in  both  the  General  Fund  and  the 
Sixth  Degree  Fund  are  always  larger  than  those  reported  by  the  Secretary.  This 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  interest  received  for  Grange  funds  deposited  in  bank 
or  otherwise  invested  does  not  pass  through  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  except  in 
the  case  of  the  dividends  on  stock  held  by  the  Grange  in  the  Farmers  and 
Traders  Life  Insurance  Company. 

But  after  the  interest  received  by  the  Treasurer  is  added  to  our  receipts, 
our  expenditures  for  the  year  will  exceed  our  income  to  the  extent  of  over 
$3,000. 

In  three  of  my  annual  reports  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  had  been 
enabled  to  break  even  financially  only  because  of  the  large  classes  of  new  members 
that  had  been  taken  into  the  Order.  During  the  four  years  beginning  with  1919, 
our  net  increase  in  membership  amounted  to  28,000,  which  was  almost  equal  to  the 
total  membership  of  the  Order  in  this  State  in  1876,  when  the  tide  of  the  early 
Grange  development  in  Pennsylvania  reached  its  crest.  It  was  the  unusual  amount 
received  from  initiation  fees  during  these  four  years  that  bolstered  up  our 
Treasury. 

Organizations  have  their  seasons  of  prosperity  and  of  adversity,  just  as  in- 
dividuals do,  and  it  is  for  the  Grange  itself  to  decide  whether  or  not  it  would  be 
good  policy  to  further  reduce  our  surplus  by  continuing  the  present  rate  of  dues. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  there  are  still  scores  of  communities  in  Penn- 
sylvania where  Granges  could  be  established  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

The  fact  is  however,  that  many  of  our  deputies  claim  it  is  a  losing  proposi- 
tion financially  for  them  to  organize  a  Grange  and  pay  the  necessary  return  visits 
to  put  it  on   a  good   working  basis.     It   is  this   situation   that   accounts   in   part, 
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at  least,  for  the  fact,  that  we  have  not  organized  more  Granges  during  the  past 
few  years. 

The  money  paid  out  in  the  organization  of  Granges  is  an  investment  and  not 
an  expense,  and  if  the  inducements  we  are  now  offering  our  deputies  are  not 
sufficient  to  encourage  them  to  engage  in  the  work,  we  may  well  consider  whether 
it  would  not  be  good  policy  to  reasonably  increase  their  fees  for  organization 
work. 

It  has  been  said  that  when  a  church  ceases  to  be  a  missionary  church,  it  begins 
to  stagnate,  and  eventually  it  dies  of  the  dry  rot.  The  same  is  true  of  other 
organizations,  including  the  Grange. 

It  is  of  first  rate  importance  that  we  should  cultivate  the  undeveloped  terri- 
tory within  our  borders.  This  can  only  be  done  by  systematic  effort  and  by  offering 
proper  rewards  to  our  deputies.  • 

The  past  year  has  been  notable  for  the  number  of  fiftieth  anniversaries  that 
were  celebrated  by  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  of  the  State.  When  the 
calendar  year  opened,  there  were  one  hundred  nineteen  Subordinate  Granges  in 
the  State  that  had  endured  for  half  a  century  or  more.  The  number  has  now 
reached  about  one  hundred  sixty. 

The  rapidity  with  which  the  early  Grange  movement  spread  over  Pennsyl- 
vania is  shown  by  the  fact  that  while  there  were  only  twenty-five  Granges  in 
the  State  when  the  State  Grange  was  formed  in  Reading  in  the  Fall  of  1873,  two 
years  later  more  than  six  hundred  Granges  had  been  established.  It  will  be  seen 
from  this  that  during  two  years  a  new  Grange  was  launched  practically  every 
day,  Sundays  excluded. 

Some  of  these  fifty-year-old  veterans  are  among  the  strongest  and  best 
Granges  in  Pennsylvania  today.  They  are  living  monuments  to  the  soundness  of 
the  plan  upon  which  the  Grange  was  established.  The  fact  that  many  of  these 
Granges  fell  by  the  wayside  is  no  reflection  on  the  organization.  The  members 
of  some  of  these  Granges,  at  least,  expected  impossibilities,  and  when  their  dreams 
were  not  realized  in  a  short  time,  they  became  discouraged  and  dropped  out. 

The  Grange  is  founded  on  the  right  principles,  the  machinery  is  tried  and 
tested,  but  the  whole  scheme  comes  to  naught  if  the  members  make  the  mistake 
of  thinking  that  it  should  perform  its  work  automatically. 

Leadership,  enterprise,  loyalty,  and  perserverance  are  qualities  that  are  nec- 
essary to  the  successful  conduct  of  any  undertaking.  These  attributes  are  richly 
rewarded  in  any  Grange  where  they  are  brought  into  play. 

It  takes  a  certain  amount  of  vision  and  enthusiasm  to  translate  into  actuality 
the  possibilities  that  are  inherent  in  the  Grange.  In  neighborhoods  where  these 
qualities  are  lacking  or  not  exercised,  the  Grange  is  liable  to  die  of  the  dry  rot, 
just  as  any  other  organization  would  die  if  it  were  subjected  to  indifference  and 

neglect. 

In  order  that  a  Grange  may  have  good  meetings  and  keep  the  interest  of  its 
members  alive,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  plan  and  a  program  that  will  call  for 
active  participation  on  the  part  of  the  rank  and  file.  The  Grange  must  strive 
to  do  real  and  practical  work  for  the  benefit  of  its  membership  and  for  the 
whole  community.  Stagnation  and  inaction  must  not  be  allowed  to  sap  the 
energies  and  morale  of  the  organization.  Every  Grange  should  aim  to  be  a  leader, 
and  not  a  follower,  in  movements  for  community  betterment. 

The  October  issue  of  Grange  News  contained  an  account  of  how  the  people 
of  .Morrisons  Cove,  in  Bedford  County,  secured  electric  light  and  power.  The 
initiative  in  that  enterprise  was  taken  by  Loysburg  Grange,  whose  Master  is 
the  president  of  the  Morrisons  Cove  Light  and  Power  Company.  Its  superin- 
tendent of  construction  and  other  officers  of  the  company  are  also  members  of 
the  Grange.  This  is  a  splendid  example  of  the  influence  that  a  live  Grange  may 
wield  under  competent  leadership. 


Some  Granges  complain  that  it  is  difficult  for  them  to  compete  with  the  moving 
picture  theatres  and  other  attractions  of  the  towns,  and  that  it  is  a  constant 
struggle  for  them  to  keep  the  interest  of  their  members  alive. 

If  the  social,  educational  and  cooperative  features  of  the  Grange  are  utilized 
to  the  fullest  extent,  not  to  mention  the  part  that  the  Grange  may  play  in  public 
affairs,  those  who  neglect  and  desert  it  for  frivolous  entertainment  are  the  losers. 
The  amusements  and  attractions  of  the  town  have  their  rightful  place  But  loyal 
and  intelligent  members  of  the  Grange  will  not  lose  sight  of  the  importance  of 
maintaining  the  organization  that  has  always  championed  and  upheld  the  best 
interests  of  the  people  of  the  rural  districts.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LADY  ASSISTANT  STEWARD 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange : 

•  Having  been  elected  to  the  office  of  Lady  Assistant  Steward  of  this  body  last 
year,  I  am  priviledged  for  the  first  time  to  sit  with  you  in  an  official  capacity. 

However  unimportant  this  office- may  seem,  since  it  is  the  last  on  the  list,  yet  the 
duties  are  similar  to  those  of  the  Assistant  Steward.  It  was,  therefore,  not  an 
incongruous  proposition  that  was  made  to  the  National  Grange  last  year,  to  place 
the  office  next  in  rank  to  that  of  the  Assistant  Steward.  The  National  Grange, 
however,  did  not  favor  the  change  and  we  have  to  abide  by  their  decision. 

We  have  been  told  by  some  who  have  been  in  attendance  at  the  gates  at  previous 
meetings  of  the  State  Grange  that  much  embarrassment  had  been  caused  when 
members  were  required  to  give  the  fourth  degree  word  in  connection  with  the 
fourth  degree  annual  word.  We  believe  that  if  the  Assistant  Stewards  of  the  sub- 
ordinate granges,  in  making  the  opening  examination,  would  regularly  require  both 
words,  members  would  become  accustomed  to  it  and  there  would  be  no  occasion 
for  such   embarrassment. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  the  Lecturers*  Conference  at  Centre  Hall  last 
summer  and  I  can  highly  commend  it.  I  hope  that  all  our  subordinate  granges 
will  send  their  lecturer  or  some  representative  to  the  conference  next  summer.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

In  making  this,  my  first  report  as  Lecturer  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
it  is  with  a  feeling  of  appreciation  toward  all  our  membership,  who  have  responded 
to  suggestions  made  and  shown  evidence  of  interest  in  the  work,  and  I  hope 
to  be  able  to  render  a  more  general  and  State-wide  service  during  the  coming  year. 

At  the  opening  of  the  present  year,  definite  plans  were  laid  for  the  work,  as 
follows : 
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First,  To  respond  to  all  calls  for  service.  This  was  adherred  to  and  followed 
throughout  the  year.  However,  it  was  necessary,  frequently  to  decline  invitations, 
because  of  prior  appointments  and  sometimes  too,  on  account  of  lack  of  facilities 
to  reach  distant  points  between  days.  It  was  frequently  necessary  to  spend  entire 
nights  traveling,  and  every  effort  was  made  to  serve  the  Order.  The  entire  State 
was  not  covered  and  the  fond  hope  is  entertained  that  the  next  report  will  cover 
a  survey  of  the  whole  State. 

The  second  object  was  to  supplement  the  suggestions  of  the  Lecturer's  Hand- 
book with  additional  items  of  interest  in  the  columns  of  Grange  News.  This 
plan  was  followed,  too,  and  from  numerous  letters  and  requests  for  material  from 
many  Patrons  the  belief  is  held  that  the  Lecturer's  Handbook  serves  a  useful  pur- 
pose in  many  Granges.  The  Subordinate  Lecturer's  duties  change  but  little  from 
year  to  year.  But  her  work  must  necessarily  vary  and  meet  the  needs  of  her  com- 
munity. A  handbook  for  an  entire  State  cannot  prescribe  detailed  community 
needs,  and  each  Lecturer  must  select  from  the  general  outline  and  suggestions  the 
work  that  fits  her  peculiar  case.  Adaptability  and  selecting  of  material  are  entirely 
her  own.  It  is  commonly  accepted  that  the  Subordinate  Lecturer  occupies  the  most 
important  position  in  the  Grange  and  it  is  found  that  a  large  number  of  Granges 
recognize  the  importance  of  supporting  the  work  in  a  substantial  manner.  A 
willing  response  to  service  is  seen  everywhere  and  a  readiness  to  provide  means  for 
better  lecture  work  is  evident,  too.  The  need  to  be  urged  is  to  give  the  Lecturer 
a  small  fund  to  carry  on  her  work. 

The  third  purpose  was  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  State  Lecturer  along  special 
lines,  all  aiming  to  carry  the  important  Grange  messages  on  every  occasion.  This 
line  of  activity  included : 

(a)  The  work  of  a  public  nature  that  applied  to  meetings  generally  such  as 
open  meetings,  picnics,  field  meetings,  committee  conferences  and  other  agri- 
cultural interests.  In  this  work  the  endeavor  has  been  to  portray  the  Grange 
organization  from  the  standpoint  of  service,  usefullness  and  necessity,  with  the 
special  purpose  to  create  an  interest  in  the  Order  among  non-members.  These 
open  and  public  meetings  are  frequently  the  opportune  time  to  discuss  the  great 
outstanding  issues  of  agriculture,  and  many  of  those  outside  the  Order  are  con- 
vinced of  the  truths  spoken  and  thereby  draAvn  to  our  ranks. 

(b)  The  work  especially  adapted  to  Grange  meetings  was  given  close  at- 
tention with  special  reference  to  ritualistic  work,  good  Grange  practice  and  con- 
formity to  rules  and  laws  of  the  Order. 

In  every  instance  efforts  were  made  to  learn  weaknesses  in  the  ranks  and 
suggestions  made  for  remedying  failings.  Perhaps  the  most  useful  thing  to  be 
said  in  this  report  is  that  the  aim,  has  been  to  do  and  to  teach  those  things  that 
tend  toward  more  constructive  work,  both  in  program  making  and  in  the  general 
work  of  the  Order.  It  does  seem  that  we  have  reached  the  time  when  we  must 
provide  worth  while,  useful  work  for  our  membership. 

Within  the  last  few  years  it  has  been  difficult  to  retain  members  on  the  roll 
or  to  secure  new  ones,  due  to  several  causes,  of  course;  it  behooves  us  to  provide 
the  membership  in  every  community  with  work  that  will  enlighten,  elevate  and 
educate  them.  Naturally,  the  entire  membership  must  support  the  efforts  towards 
this  accomplishment. 

The  Grange  stands  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  day.  We  have  the  invitation  to 
sit  at  the  council  table  with  industry,  transportation  and  interests  of  large 
endeavor  to  accomplish  nation-wide  purposes.  We  feel  that  we  must  be  willing 
to  engage  in  these  conferences  that  tend  to  benefit  agriculture;  but  the  danger  to 
be  guarded  against  is  that  we  do  not  lose  our  identity  as  an  organization.  The 
time  is  at  hand  when  we  must  stand  firm  and  staunch  as  advocates  of  the  prin- 
ciples accepted  and  adopted  by  the  Founders  of  the  Order.  Never  forgetting  this 
in  our  onward  and  forward  march,  we  will  remain  loyal  to  our  Order. 
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As  we  pass  out  of  the  Old  into  the  New  Year,  we  carry  with  us  the  unsolved 
problems  of  taxation,  cooperative  marketing,  and  the  commission  to  build  up  and 
strengthen  our  ranks. 

The  tax  problem  is  beyond  a  doubt  the  most  important  problem  to  engage 
the  attention  of  this  nation,  and  the  adoption  of  some  plan  of  cooperative  marketing 
is  equally  important.  These  two  problems  must  be  solved  by  the  farmers  them- 
selves, through  their  several  representative  bodies,  and  as  we  approach  the  year  to 
come,  every  Grange  should  study  these  issues  that  affect  the  farmer  in  a  greater 
degree  than  any  other. 

A  third  and  possibly  the  most  important  problem  for  Lecturers  and  Patrons 
in  general  is  to  take  steps  to  reclaim  our  lost  membership  and  add  thereto  numbers 
in  every  section  of  the  State.  It  is  difficult  to  reinstate  former  members,  who, 
because  of  disappointment,  are  now  bitterly  opposed  to  farmer's  organizations! 
Organizing  farmers  at  best  is  a  difficult  task,  we  get  them  together  in  groups 
and  small  bodies,  but  because  of  varied  personal  interests,  climatic  and  other 
conditions,  it  is  difficult  to  mass  them  into  State  and  National  bodies  as  a  class. 
And  the  immediate  task  confronting  us  is  to  strengthen  our  ranks,  by  impressing 
upon  our  leaders  in  every  Grange  the  importance  of  carrying  on  Grange  work  to 
the  fullest  extent,  adapting  the  work  to  each  local  community ;  practicing  the 
fVaternal  spirit  of  the  Order  as  Brothers  and  Sisters,  and  extending  the  activities 
into  every  County,  and  throughout  the  whole  Nation,  thereby  exemplifying  the 
true  character  and  purpose  of  the  Order. 

I  trust  that  it  may  be  my  lot  to  assist  the  membership  in  every  section  to  ac- 
complish these  purposes  of  our  Order;  to  strengthen  the  bonds  of  fraternity;  to 
form  a  more  perfect  organization  for  the  uplift  of  agriculture  and  rural  life  and 
to  render  a  service  according  to  my  ability.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

A.  H.  Fullerton  presented  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  was 
as  follows : 

It  is  required  of  Grange  Officers  that  they  be  found  faithful  in  fulfilling  the 
duties  allotted  to  them.  And  your  executive  Committee  in  submitting  their  annual 
report  leave  the  matter  with  you  to  judge  wether  they  have  been  faithful.  The 
State  Master,  and  the  Executive  Committee  are  the  State  Grange  when  it  is  not 
in  session,  and  the  responsibility  rests  upon  their  shoulders.  In  order  that  all 
activities  of  the  organization  may  tend  toward  the  betterment  and  elevation  not 
only  of  our  members,  but  of  all  mankind,  this  responsibility  is  a  duty  not  to  be 
lightly  heeded. 

PLACE  OF  MEETING 

Johnstown,  for  the  second  time,  was  selected  for  the  place  of  meeting,  because 
the  people  of  Cambria  and  adjoining  counties  were  a  unit  in  asking  that  the 
meeting  be  held  in  their  midst.  The  large  and  commodious  place  of  meeting,  the 
number  and  quality  of  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses ;  and  easy  access  over  the 
main  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  made  it  a  desirable  place  to  meet  at 
this  time.     We  hope  your  visit  here  will  be  pleasant  and  profitable. 

The  question  of  the  payment  of  mileage  will  be  settled  by  this  body.  Your 
committee  is  united  in  their  opinion  that  the  delegates  who  attend  each  and  every 
session  and  who  have  traveled  over  the  nearest  route  are  entitled  to  mileage. 
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FIRE  INSURANCE 

Efforts  should  be  made  to  increase  Grange  Fire  Insurance  and  extend  the 
work  in  new  districts.  This  part  of  Grange  work  has  proved  a  valuable  and 
much  needed  adjunct  in  many  communities.  In  some  instances  it  has  lowered  the 
cost  of  insurance  more  than  one-half.  In  many  sections  at  the  present  time,  old 
line  companies  refuse  to  take  barns  at  any  price.  We  would  •  insist  that  all 
members  of  our  order  join  these  Grange  companies  and  help  not  only  to  maintain 
them,  but  to  lower  the  cost  of  insurance. 

LIFE  INSURANCE 

Your  Executive  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  the  splendid  growth  of  our 
Grange  Life  Insurance  and  the  service  that  is  being  rendered  to  our  membership 
through  our  connection  with  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company. 
Over  $8,000,000  of  Grange  Life  Insurance  is  now  carried  by  Patrons  in  our  State, 
which  means  that  the  estates  of  these  policy  holders  are  $8,000,000  larger  than 
they  would  be  if  this  life  insurance  was  not  in  force.  The  Farmers  and  Traders 
have  paid  in  death  claims  on  members  of  the  Grange  in  this  State  $123,000,  and 
in  many  instances  the  Grange  Life  Insurance  money  was  the  only  means  left  by 
the  deceased  for  the  support  of  the  family. 

In  addition  to  this  great  service  to  our  membership  we  wish  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  Grange  Life  Insurance  is  the  only  cooperative  endeavor 
from  which  your  State  Grange  receives  a  revenue.  Since  entering  into  contract 
with  the  Farmers  and  Traders,  your  State  Grange  has  received  $12,870.41  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  agreement.  This  revenue  is  increasing  each  year.  The  first 
year,  1917,  the  income  was  only  $117.00  while  this  year  your  State  Grange  has 
received  $2,609.03  from  the  Farmers  and  Traders.  . 

When  we  consider  that  the  policies  of  the  Farmers  and  Traders  are  as  liberal 
as  those  issued  by  any  Company  and  the  rates  as  low  as  any  and  lower  than  most, 
we  believe  that  every  loyal  Patron  when  he  bocomes  familiar  with  the  Grange 
endeavor  will  not  even  consider  the  purchase  of  life  insurance  from  any  other 
source. 

In  order  that  you  may  fully  appreciate  the  extent  of  the  income  that  will 
eventually  come  to  the  State  Grange  through  the  operation  of  our  contract  with 
the  Farmers  and  Traders  we  wish  to  give  you  a  concrete  example. 

Assume  during  1926,  that  only  five  Patrons  in  each  subordinate  Grange  purchase 
a  policy  for  $1,000  each.  This  business  will,  at  the  lowest  calculation  give  our 
State  Grange  an  income  for  nine  years  of  over  $1500  a  year  or,  a  gross  of  over 
$13,000  from  one  year's  business,  and  this  one  year's  business  of  only  five  policies 
in  each  Grange  will  mean  that  eventually  over  $4,000,000  will  go  to  Grange 
families  in  our  State.  Think  of  how  the  distribution  of  this  money  is  going  to 
improve  eventually  the  financial  condition  of  the  Grange  communities  and  of  the 
families  that  will  be  provided  for  through  this  service  that  otherwise  would 
not  be. 

When  we  think  of  the  87,000  Grange  members  in  this  State,  five  new  policy 
holders  in  each  Grange,  a  total  of  4,000  policies  in  all  is  a  very  small  proportion, 
But  when  we  asked  the  Farmers  and  Traders  to  see  that  at  least  five  new  policies 
are  placed  in  each  Subordinate  Grange  during  1926,  the  company  stated  that  this 
is  impossible  unless  the  Subordinate  Grange  officers  or  some  one  in  each  Grange 
where  the  company  has  no  regularly  appointed  agents  will  cooperate  with  the 
company  and  assist  in  the  writing  of  these  five  policies  in  their  respective  Granges. 

Your  Executive  Committee  believes  that  there  is  some  one  in  each  Grange 
who  will  gladly  make  it  their  business  during  1926,  to  see  that  at  least  fiv^  members 
in  their  subordinate  Grange  take  a  Grange  life  insurance  policy  and  has  assured 
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the  Farmers  and  Traders  of  their  cooperation.  Whoever  writes  these  policies 
will  be  liberally  paid  for  doing  so  as  the  Farmers  and  Traders  asks  no  one  to 
do  anything  for  nothing. 

With  this  assurance  of  cooperation  the  Farmers  and  Traders  have  adopted 
the  slogan:  "Five  New  Policies  on  the  lives  of  Grangers  in  every  Subordinate 
Grange  in  Pennsylvania  during  1926". 

Having  in  mind  the  invaluable  service  that  such  a  program  during  1926,  will 
mean  to  the  Patrons  in  this  State  and  also  the  revenue  which  will  accrue  eventually 
to  the  State  Grange  we  most  heartily  recommend  that  the  delegates  here  as- 
sembled go  back  home  determined  to  see  that  five  Grange  life  insurance  policies 
are  written  in  their  Subordinate  Grange  in  1926. 

CASUALTY  INSURANCE 

.     .  ^^^.  Grange  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company,  operated  since  1917,  is  now 
m  Its  ninth  year.     After  these  many  years  of  patient  and  hard  work  on  the  part 
of  your  Secretary  and  his  assistants  in  operating  the  company,  it  is  with  regret 
we  have  to  report  that  the  results  do  not  seem  to  have  been  commensurate  with 
the  efforts  put  forth.    At  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  2,000  policy 
holders  insuring  in  the  company,  and   considering  the  large  membership  of  the 
State  Grange,  it  is  obvious  that  this  necessary  and  helpful  form  of  insurance  has 
not  been  availed  of  by  the  membership  to  the  extent  that  it  should.     It  would  seem 
that    the    Granger,    notwithstanding   the    persistent    advertising    of    the    insurance 
has  not  up  to  this  time  appreciated  just  what  this  insurance  does  for  him  in  the 
way  of  assuming  his  legal   liability  under  the  workmen's   compensation   law    or 
the  common  law,  for  injuries  sustained  by  any  of  his  employes  in  the  course  of 
their  employment,  as  well  as  the  voluntary  payment  to  the  injured  employe  of 
medical  and  surgical  expenses  and  the  payment  of  a  liberal  weekly  compensation 
during  his  disability.     The  Grangers  who  have  availed  themselves  of  this  insurance 
we  believe,  would  not  care  to  be  deprived  of  it  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the 
others  to  support  it,  because  they  have  actually  experienced  the  great  relief  and 
good  which  the  insurance  provides,  either  through   personal  injuries   which  they 
as  employers  have  sustained,  when  they  have  carried  personal  insurance,  or  the 
great  relief  which  they  have  been  able  to  give  to  the  employe  or  his  family  through 
the  insurance  when  the  employe  has  been  seriously  injured.     We  recommended  that 
the  Masters,  the  Lecturers,  and  other  Grange  representatives  who  may  come  in 
contact  with  the  membership,  urge  the  use  and  purchase  of  this  insurance  to  a 
greater  extent  than  in  the  past.     Another  great  service  which  the   State  Grange 
has  made  possible  for  the  Grange  membership  is  the  automobile  insurance  which 
makes  it  possible   for  every  Granger  to  secure  liability  and  property  damage  in- 
surance on  his  automobile  at  a  rate  which  we  believe  cannot  be  equaled  elsewhere 
and  at  the  same  time  he  is  given  the  highest  grade  of  protection  with  the  Manu- 
facturers' Casualty  Insurance  Company,  with  assets  of  over  a  million  and  a  half. 
Every  man  who  owns  an  automobile  faces  the  necessity  of  protecting  his  home 
his  personal  property  and  estate  against  the  legal  liability  that  might  arise  against 
him  as  the  result  of  injury  to  others,  and   resulting   from   the  operation   of   his 
automobile;  every  local  Grange  should  be  appraised  of  this  service  and  give  its 
members  the  necessary  information  about  securing  it.     The  Grange  Mutual  Cas- 
ualty Insurance  Company,  with  its  offices  at  925  Walnut  St.,  Philadelphia,  stands 
ready  to  furnish  every  local  Grange,  every  Lecturer  and  other  representatives  of 
the   State   Grange   with    literature,    applications,   and   the   necessary   equipment   to 
put  these  propositions  before  the  members  in  an  attractive  and  forceful  manner. 

It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  the  State  Grange  is  on  a  good,  sound  financial 
basis  and  we  hope  that  peace,  harmony,  prosperity  and  goodwill  may  continu.e  to 
prevail  throughout  our  ranks  everywhere.  Let  us  cherish  the  hope  that  the  year 
1926,  will  be  a  more  prosperous  year  for  our  Order  than  the  one  just  past.     We

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GRANGE  NEWS  REPORT 

To  the  business  manager  of  Grange  News,  the  presenting  of  a  report  seems 
like  reiteration,  as  conditions  have  been  about  the  same  during  the  year  1925,  as 
they  were  during  1924,  and  almost  the  same  as  during  the  year  prior  thereto.  The 
one  gratifying  improvement  was  shown  in  the  editorial  department,  the  ad- 
vantages of  furnishing  more  original  matter  being  recognized,  and  which  resulted 
in  many  tributes  from  our  readers,  as  well  as  an  increased  demand  for  extra 
copies  to  be  distributed  among  those  not  members  of  our  Order.  Some  of  this 
signified  additional  expenses.  But  what  it  cost  to  produce  Grange  News  should 
not  be  regarded  a  liability,  as  no  agency  of  the  State  Grange  brings  more  valuable 
returns  to  our  Order  in  the  way  of  sustaining  interest  and  widening  its  influence. 
As  house  organs  are  to  business  firms,  so  is  Grange  News  to  the  Patrons  of 
Husbandry.  Money  spent  in  this  direction  is  an  investment  which  brings  generous 
dividends. 

The  effort  to  put  the  publication  on  a  self-supporting  basis  (a  hope  indulged 
by  the  Executive  Committee)  is  growing  less  promising,  as  those  who  have  been 
favoring  our  columns  with  advertising  are  not  backward  in  advising  us  that  the 
returns  from  Grange  News  are  not  as*  satisfactory  as  they  might  be,  the  result 
being  that  the  revenue  from  this  source  is  gradually  decreasing.  I  have  found 
it  useless  to  urge  upon  our  readers  the  wisdom  of  showing  the  proper  interest 
in  our  advertising  columns — something  so  vital  to  its  existence ;  therefore,  I  will 
say  right  here  that  never  again  will  a  State  Grange  audience  be  annoyed  with  any 
allusion  to  this  particular  subject,  although  its  importance  must  be  obvious  to 
all  who  wish  to  show  the  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the  management.  If  Grange 
News  could  carry  six  pages  of  advertising  in  each  issue,  and  advertisers  could  feel 
assured  that  their  investment  in  space  justified  them  to  stay  with  us,  the  necessity 
of  drawing  upon  the  State  Grange  treasury  for  support  would  be  reduced  to 
practically  nothing. 

When  it  comes  to  the  mailing  list,  I  am  somewhat  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to 
say,  except  it  be  that  along  some  lines  it  is  in  a  better  condition  and  in  other  ways 
no  better.  I  still  maintain  that  we  are  printing  too  many  papers.  New  names 
are  being  constantly  added,  but  I  have  no  way  of  knowing  whether  or  not  they 
are  going  to  homes  already  receiving  it.  I  have  come  to  the  same  conclusion  as 
I  have  held  for  years,  namely:  That  our  list  will  never  be  in  the  shape  it 
should  be  until  the  secretary  of  every  Grange  keeps  on  file  a  duplicate  list  (as 
some  do)  of  all  who  are  entitled  to  receive  Grange  News^cept  distinct  from  the 
membership  list.  Thus,  as  members  die,  move,  discontinue  membership,  or  for 
any  other  reason,  are  not  entitled  to  receive  Grange  News,  let  the  Secretary  send 
a  postal  notifying  us,  and  when  any  new  members  come  in,  send  the  names  to  us, 
so  we  can  have  them  placed  on  the  mailing  list.  It  is  a  very  easy  method;  in 
fact,  the  only  method  that  will  correct  all  errors. 


It  frequently  happens  that  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Brown's  name  (for  instance)  is 
sent  in  when  her  husband,  John  Brown,  is  receiving  the  paper;  again,  Lizzie 
Brown's  name  is  sent  in  when  sister  Susie  or  brother  Dick  is  already  on  the  list 
and  receiving  the  paper  in  the  same  home.  Then  again,  John  Brown's  name  is 
sent  to  be  enrolled  at  a  certain  post  office  when  he  is  already  getting  it  in  another 
office,  facts  which  we  have  no  way  of  knowing  until  the  postmaster  at  Brown's 
former  office  gets  tired  of  throwing  it  into  the  waste  basket  and  sends  word  to 
discontinue  it.  So,  in  this  way,  the  list  is  swollen  to  undue  proportions.  For 
example,  we  had  reason  to  believe  that  too  many  papers  were  going  to  a  certain 
office ;  I  appealed  to  the  postmaster.  His  investigation  revealed  the  fact  that  there 
were  ninety-eight  names  to  be  wiped  off  the  list.  Other  postmasters  have  been  a 
big  help  along  this  line;  but  with  all  this  assistance,  the  list  continues  to  grow 
until  we  are  obliged  to  print  fifty  thousand  copies  each  month,  whereas,  I  fe4 
that  forty  thousand  should  easily  meet  our  requirements,  which  would  mean  a 
considerable  saving  to  State  Grange. 

Before  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  those  who  sent  us  contribu- 
tions in  the  way  of  papers  read  at  Grange  meeting;  those  who  have  assisted  in 
keeping  off  dead  timber  on  our  mailing  lists;  those  who  have  been  patient  in 
realizing  that  fifty  thousand  names  is  a  huge  job  for  any  one  person  to  handle; 
to  those  sisters  who  have  bought  patterns,  this  helping  to  pay  our  postage  bills ; 
to  the  Grangers  who  have  contributed  to  our  "Response  to  Duty"  column;  and 
to  all  who  have  manifested  a  spirit  of  cooperation  between  publisher  and  reader, 
and  in  making  Grange  News  lead  all  other  publications  of  its  kind  in  United 
Sjtates.

RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION 

W.  K.  McClenahen,  chief  of  construction  of  the  Morrisons  Cove  Light  and 
Power  Company,  of  Bedford  County,  was  present  by  invitation  and  addressed 
the  Grange  on  the  subject  of  rural  electrification.  The  company  with  which 
Mr.  McClenahen  is  associated  constructed  its  own  line  on  a  capitalization  of 
$20,000,  connecting  with  the  line  of  the  Penn  Central  Light  and  Power  Company 
at  a  point  eleven  miles  distant  from  New  Enterprise.  The  Morrisons  Cove 
Company,  which  serves  several  hundred  customers,  buys  its  current  at  wholesale 
rates  from  the  Penn  Central  Light  and  Power  Company  and  distributes  it  among 
its  customers  at  a  minimum  charge  of  $2.00  per  month  per  customer. 

Farm  spurs  appregating  many  miles  in  length  have  been  built  to  connect  with 
the  main  line  of  the  Morrisons  Cove  Company.  The  labor  to  build  these  lines 
has  been  supplied  by  the  farmers  themselves,  and  the  actual  cash  outlay  per 
farm  seldom  exceeds  $125.00.  Since  it  is  estimated  that  electrical  service  adds 
about  $1,000.00  to  the  value  of  any  farm,  the  comparatively  small  outlay  required 
in  this  instance  is  a  first  class  investment  in  more  ways  than  one. 

With  so  many  big  power  lines  crossing  certain  sections  of  the  State,  Mr. 
McClenahen  pointed  out  that  what  had  been  done  in  his  locality  could  also  be 
done  in  many  other  communities.     The   rate   at   which   current   is   sold   in   cases 
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like  this  is  regulated  by  the   Public   Service   Commission.     The   Morrisons    Cove 
Company  pays  two  and  three-fifth  cents  per  K.  W.  H.  for  its  current. 

In  most  instances  the  big  power  companies  have  charters  for  all  the  town- 
ships and  boroughs  adjacent  to  their  lines,  and  they  are  under  obligations  to 
furnish  service  under  proper  conditions,  if  demanded.  If  they  fail  to  furnish 
service,  the  way  is  open  for  the  people  of  the  districts  through  which  the  lines 
run  to  ask  that  the  company  forfeit  its  charter  rights,  paving  the  way  for 
local  companies  to  furnish  service,  just  as  has  been  done  in  the  Morrisons  Cove  . 
district. 

Mr.  McClenahen,  who  is  a  member  of  Loysburg  Grange,  sees  great  pos- 
sibilities for  rural  electrical  development  along  this  line  in  Pennsylvania.  Those 
desiring  further  information  should  address  the  Morrisons  Cove  Light  and 
Power  Company,  New  Enterprise,  Pa.

Mrs.  Georgia  Piollet,  a  member  of  the  committee,  made  a  brief  ad- 
dress, while  Mrs.  Louie  Taylor  Rodgers,  Pomona  of  the  State  Grange,  rendered 
a  violin  solo.  Dr.  J.  Bruce  McCreary,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  child  health  of 
the  State  Department  of  Health,  made  the  principal  address  of  the  evening. 


REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 

Tonight  we  are  closing  another  year  of  work  by  the  Home  Economics  Com- 
mittee of  this  State:  the  page  looked  very  white  and  inviting  when  we  called 
our  first  meeting  January  21,  in  Harrisburg  and  began  the  record  of  the'  year. 

One  new  member,  Mrs.  Wm.  D.  Phillips,  Washington  County,  had  been  added, 
taking  the  place  of  Miss  Pearl  MacDonald,  who  had  moved  to  Michigan  the  year 
before. 

After  organizing  with  Mrs.  Phillips  as  temporary  secretary,  we  proceeded 
to  discuss  what  we  could  do  to  further  Grange,  and  especially  Home  Economics 
interest,  through  the  Granges  in  our  state. 

The  newly  elected  State  Master,  P.  H.  Dewey,  met  the  committee  talking 
of  the  cooperation  he  would  like,  and  of  womens  interests  in  our  Order. 

Chairman  of  the  Dormitory  Committee,  M.  B.  Orr,  also  met  the  committee 
to  discuss  further  plans  in  regard  to  redeeming  our  pledge  to  State  College. 

Discussion  of  our  pages  in  Grange  News  was  then  taken  up  and  for  the 
Home  Economics  page  these  topics  were  selected :

It  was  urged  that  we  give  more  attention  to  the  organization  of  Juvenile 
Granges,  that  the  children  may  have  a  beneficial  and  interesting  evening  and  that 
they  may  become  so  deeply  interested  in  our  Order  that  they  will  want  to  be 
real  community  builders,  wherever  that  community  is  home. 

With  this  thought  in  mind  new  effort  was  exerted  and  fifteen  new  "Juveniles'* 
organized ;  this  makes  fifty-two  in  the  state,  with  the  re-organization  of  one. 

Late  in  the  afternoon  the  committee  adjourned  to  visit  the  much  talked  of 
Electrified  Farm  and  were  impressed  with  these  facts: 

1.  That  it  can  be  done,  even  in  "old-fashioned"  farm  houses. 

2.  That  it  would  require  more  money  than  most  farmers  can  spare  from  the 
business. 

3.  That,  as  in  getting  all  labor  saving  devices,  one  should  choose  very  care- 
fully for  the  individual  home  needs. 

As  the  year's  work  began  to  move  along,  the  chairman  of  this  committee 
was  ill  for  two  months  and  much  credit  is  due  Mrs.  Piollet  and  Mrs.  Mains, 
who  came  to  the  rescue  of  Grange  News  and  its  pages  and  furnished  copy  for 
the  months  with  the  help  of  some  other  faithful  sisters. 

The  last  week  in  April,  at  the  call  of  the  State  Master,  we  met  in  joint 
session  with  the  Dormitory  Committee  to  'devise  ways  to  arouse  renewed  and 
increased  interest  in  making  good  our  pledge  to  State  College  to  build  a  girl's 
<lormitory  as  a  memorial  to  grange  interest  in  education. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  have  the  State  Master  write  every  Pomona 
Master    asking    him    with    his    secretary    and    lecturer    to    compose    the    Pomona 
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Dormitory  Committee,  he  in  like  manner  asking  each  Subordinate  Master  with 
his  secretary  and  lecturer  to  be  a  committee,  doing  what  seemed  best  m  their 
section  to  forward  this  movement. 

In  like  manner  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Home  Economics  Committee  to 
write  each  Pomona  and  subordinate  Home  Economics  Committee  so  far  as 
known  and  where  there  was  none  to  the  secretary  or  lecturer  of  Pomona. 

At  the  close  of  this  meeting  the  Home  Economics  Committee  convened,  and 
Mrs.  Piollet  moved  that  we  publish  a  cook  book.  That  so  many  wanted  to  know 
ways  grange  sisters  in  other  parts  of  the  state  did  things  that  it  would  be  found 
very  popular ;  then  the  suggestion  came,  and  use  the  profit  accruing  from  sale  of 
such  a  book  toward  the  Dormitory  Fund. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  asked  permission  to  publish  the  book  in  the 
name  of  the  Grange  which  they  granted;  the  state  was  districted  among  the 
committee  and  receipts  were  asked  for ;  and  a  most  generous  response  was  the 
result,  so  generous  that  we  had  not  pages  enough  for  all.  The  book  promises 
to  be  very  attractive  with  its  green  washable  cover  and  will  retail  at  seventy- 
five  cents. 

At  a  meeting  of  Pomona  Masters  this  morning  after  much  discussion  as  to 
best  methods  of  moving  it  from  the  publishers  quickly  and  saving  storage  and 
hauling,  it  was  decided  that  each  Pomona  Master  would  order  for  his  Pomona, 
the  subordinates  sending  their  orders  to  him  with  the  money;  the  Pomona  and 
subordinates  to  have  the  books  at  cost  plus  any  shipping  charges,  the  profit  to 
be  used  by  the  subordinate  grange  to  increase  or  start  their  gift  to  the  Dormitory 
Fund.  The  book  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  publishers.  The  Evangelical  Press, 
Harrisburg,  and  we  hope  to  send  it  out  by  the  New  Year. 

In  August  at  the  Center  Hall  School  for  Community  Leaders,  the  committee 
was  asked  to  have  a  part  on  the  program,  outlining  methods  for  Home  Economics 
Meetings  and  work  in  home  communities— after  outlining  topics  and  lines  of 
work  a  short  health  exercise  was  presented,  six  children  from  Center  Hall  taking 
part,  "The  Teeth  That  Jack  Built". 

As  usual,  on  Tuesday  evening,  the  committee  presented  a  program  taking 
child  health  as  the  subject  and  you  heard  Dr.  J.  Bruce  McCleary  of  the  Health 
Departmen,  Harrisburg  as  he  told  conditions  in  the  state,  and  what  the  Depart- 
ment would  and  could  do  to  help.     In  part  he  said : 

"Up  to  two  years  ago  the  deaths  in  the  first  year  were  eighty-four  out  of 
one  thousand  children.  This  has  been  reduced  to  seventy-four  per  thousand. 
There  are  three  chief  causes  in  the  state :  Diseases  before  birth,  chiefly  syphilis, 
Brights  disease  and  tuberculosis;  intestinal  diseases  due  to  improper  feeding; 
chest  diseases,  largely  from  bad  housing  conditions. 

"Besides  those  who  die  in  the  first  year,  there  are  many  children  who  live  to 
school  age,  but  are  crippled  by  malnutrition,  the  effects  of  improper  feeding. 

"One  means  of  correcting  the  results  of  these  dragging  defects  strongly 
urged  by  the  department  is  medical  school  inspection.  In  order  to  give  most 
aid  where  it  is  most  needed,  the  department  advocates  that  the  cost  of  such 
work  be  borne  by  the  state.  The  legislature,  however,  has  made  no  adequate 
appropriations. 

"One  effect  of  the  improper  feeding  of  small  children  seen  in  the  rural  schools 
is  an  army  of  seventy  thousand  children  who  are  mentally  retarded.  The  children 
in  these  classes  are  not  starved  but  ^ are  improperly  fed.  They  eat,  but  do  not 
eat  the  right  food.     Only  a  few  are  mentally  deficient. 

"These  mentally  retarded  children,  Dr.  McCreary  pointed  out,  number  about 
one-third  of  the  total  in  the  rural  schools.  They  are  a  drag  on  the  normally 
active-minded  children  and  upon  the  whole  school.  They  pile  up  the  cost  of 
school   administration.     To   correct  the   retardation  by  proper   food   and  care,  he 


said,  means   more   rapid   and  substantial  progress   for  the   whole   school   and   an 
increased  benefit  to  the  community. 

"The  bureau  is  asking  that  scales  be  placed  in  all  of  the  rural  schools  and 
that  regular  weights  and  measurements  of  pupils  be  taken.  The  state,  in  giving 
assistance  on  this  matter  to  rural  schools,  also  seeks  the  employment  of  nurses 
to  visit  schools." 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  We  again  urge  the  organization  of  Juvenile  Granges  wherever  possible. 
No  higher  service  can  be  rendered  your  country  than  to  train  well  her  children. 

2.  That  we  continue  our  teaching  of  the  harmfulness  of  the  cigarette;  and 
deplore  the  fact  that  our  girl's  schools  and  colleges  feel  the  necessity  of  setting 
apart  smoking  rooms. 

3.  That  we  know  whether  our  own  children  are  up-to-weight  and  help  place 
a  scale  in  your  school  room. 

4.  That  this  year  we  devote  at  least  a  part  of  two  meetings  to  the  study 
of  human  nutrition;  we  must  accept  the  work  of  such  investigators  as  Osborne, 
Mendel,  McCullum  and  Rose,  who  have  proven  food  facts  for  us  and  the  harm- 
fulness  resulting  to  our  food  many  times  by  the  use  of  the  frying  pan.  The  men 
long  ago  accepted  the  findings  of  such  men  as  Armsby  and  Babcock  in  animal 
nutrition. 

5.  That  we  aid  in  every  way  possible  the  Seal  Sale  as  made  possible  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Society;  in  aiding  with  this  we  buy  health  for  our  state  because 
education  in  right  ways  of  living  is  made  possible  for  many  who  otherwise  could 
not  have  it. 

6.  That  we  make  this  cook  book  year,  using  it,  selling  it,  making  it  aid  in 
our  "service  to  our  community"  as  Brother  Taber,  National  Master  suggested 
as  the  delegation  came  home  from  California.  Let  our  service  be  better  educa- 
tion for  our  daughters  and  then  make  it  possible  by  a  real  interest  in  our  own 
State  College.

MEMORIAL  SERVICES 

Following  the  ceremonies  in  connection  with  the  Sixth  Degree  memorial 
services  for  departed  members  were  conducted,  with  the  Chaplain  of  the  State 
Grange,  Key.  G.  W.  Hatch,  presiding.  Among  those  who  passed  to  the  Great 
Beyond  durmg  ,the  year  were  Thomas  M.  Johnson,  Vice-President  of  the  Kev- 
stone  Grange  Exchange,  and  Wallace  Chase,  who  served  as  Gate  Keeper  of  the 
State  Grange  from  1888  to  1908,  a  period  of  twenty  years.  Appropriate  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  J  J.  Cleland  and  E.  B.  Dorsett ;  the  Twenty-third  Psalm 
was  read,  followed  by  the  singing  of  "Jesus  Lover  of  My  Soul"  and  a  prayer 
^  the  Chaplam.    The  f ollowmg  biographical  account  of  Mr.  Johnson  was  read  • 

Thomas  M.  Johnson,  Vice-President  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange 
since  Its  organization,  and  prominent  in  Grange  circles  for  many  years  died  of 
heart  disease  at  his  home,  near  Rea,  Washington  County,  on  October  19   ' 

"A  son  of  Russell  T.  and  Elizabeth  Patterson  Johnson,  Mr.  Johnson  was 
born  in  Crosscreek  Township,  Washington  County,  December  19,  1851.  beins  in 
his  seventy- fourth  year  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  spent  his  entire  life  in  the 
community  where'  he  was  born. 

"One  of  the  foremost  citizens  of  Washington  County,  Mr.  Johnson  was 
active  in  various  fields  of  endeavor.  In  addition  to  his  interest  in  agriculture 
Mr.  Johnson  assisted  in  organizing  the  Lincoln  National  Bank  of  Avella  of 
which  institution  he  was  Vice-President  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  also  helped 
to  promote  the  organization  of  the  Washington  National  Bank,  of  Burgetts- 
town,  and  the  Farmers'  National  Bank  of  Hickory. 

"Always   keenly   interested    in   educational   affairs,    Mr.   Johnson   served    for 
many  years  as  a  school  director,  and  he  was  a  force  in  the  councils  of  the  Wash- 
ington  County    School   Directors'   Association.     He    was   a   leader    in   the   estab- 
lishment of  the  Crosscreek  Township  High   School,  which  was  opened  in  1896 
It  IS  claimed  that  this  was  the  first  rural  high  school  in  Pennsylvania. 

In  1883,  he  was  united  in  wedlock  to  Miss  Crossland,  of  Taylortown  who 
survives.  Two  sons,  John,  of  Rea,  and  R.  T.  Johnson,  of  Oklahoma,  also  sur- 
vive.^  A  daughter,  Elizabeth,  died  several  years  ago. 

"Mr.  Johnson  was  thoroughly  conscientious  and  stood  for  what  he  thought  was 
right  against  all  opposition.  He  was  loyal  to  the  Grange  and  prompt  in  at- 
tendance at  all  meetings.  He  was  the  jolliest  of  men,  but  his  good  nature  did 
not  hinder  hnn  from  standing  like  a  rock  for  what  he  thought  was  right  and 
tor  the  good  of  others.  We  shall  miss  his  genial  presence  from  our  annual 
meetings. 

WALLACE  CHASE

venerable  Wallace  Chase,  of  Tioga  County: 

"Wallace  Chase,  aged  eighty-nine  years,  died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,' 
Mrs.  Lawrence  Mason,  Canton,  Pa.,  R.  D.  No.  3,  last  February.  He  was  a 
veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  and  for  twenty  years  Gate  Keeper  of  the  State  Grange, 
ihe  funeral  services  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Edwin  L.  Wile  of  the  Church  of 
t^hrist,  Canton,  Pa.

MEMORIAL  SERVICES 


Following  the  ceremonies  in  connection  with  the  Sixth  Degree,  memorial 
services  for  departed  members  were  conducted,  with  the  Chaplain  of  the  State 
Grange,  Rev.  G.  W.  Hatch,  presiding.  Among  those  who  passed  to  the  Great 
Beyond  during , the  year  were  Thomas  M.  Johnson,  Vice-President  of  the  Key- 
stone Grange  Exchange,  and  Wallace  Chase,  who  served  as  Gate  Keeper  of  the 
State  Grange  from  1888  to  1908,  a  period  of  twenty  years.  Appropriate  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  J.  J.  Cleland  and  E.  B.  Dorsett;  the  Twenty-third  Psalm 
was  read,  followed  by  the  singing  of  "Jesus  Lover  of  My  Soul"  and  a  prayer 
by  the  Chaplain.     The  following  biographical  account  of  Mr.  Johnson  was  read : 

"Thomas  M.  Johnson,  Vice-President  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange 
since  its  organization,  and  prominent  in  Grange  circles  for  many  years,  died  of 
heart  disease  at  his  home,  near  Rea,  Washington  County,  on  October  19. 

"A  son  of  Russell  T.  and  Elizabeth  Patterson  Johnson,  Mr.  Johnson  was 
born  in  Crosscreek  Township,  Washington  County,  December  19,  1851,  being  in 
his  seventy- fourth  year  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  spent  his  entire  life  in  the 
community  where'  he  was  born. 

"One  of  the  foremost  citizens  of  Washington  County,  Mr.  Johnson  was 
active  in  various  fields  of  endeavor.  In  addition  to  his  interest  in  agriculture, 
Mr.  Johnson  assisted  in  organizing  the  Lincoln  National  Bank  of  Avella,  of 
which  institution  he  was  Vice-President  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  also  helped 
to  promote  the  organization  of  the  Washington  National  Bank,  of  Burgetts- 
town,  and  the  Farmers*  National  Bank  of  Hickory. 

"Always  keenly  interested  in  educational  affairs,  Mr.  Johnson  served  for 
many  years  as  a  school  director,  and  he  was  a  force  in  the  councils  of  the  Wash- 
ington County  School  Directors'  Association.  He  was  a  leader  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Crosscreek  Township  High  School,  which  was  opened  in  1896. 
It  is  claimed  that  this  was  the  first  rural  high  school  in  Pennsylvania. 

"In  1883,  he  was  united  in  wedlock  to  Miss  Crossland,  of  Taylortown,  who 
survives.  Two  sons,  John,  of  Rea,  and  R.  T.  Johnson,  of  Oklahoma,  also  sur- 
vive.    A  daughter,  Elizabeth,  died  several  years  ago. 

"Mr.  Johnson  was  thoroughly  conscientious  and  stood  for  what  he  thought  was 
right  against  all  opposition.  He  was  loyal  to  the  Grange  and  prompt  in  at- 
tendance at  all  meetings.  He  was  the  jolliest  of  men,  but  his  good  nature  did 
not  hinder  him  from  standing  like  a  rock  for  what  he  thought  was  right  and 
for  the  good  of  others.  We  shall  miss  his  genial  presence  from  our  annual 
meetings." 

WALLACE  CHASE 

The  committee  reported  the  following  regarding  the  life  and  death  of  the 
venerable  Wallace  Chase,  of  Tioga  County : 

"Wallace  Chase,  aged  eighty-nine  years,  died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Lawrence  Mason,  Canton,  Pa.,  R.  D.  No.  3,  last  February.  He  was  a 
veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  and  for  twenty  years  Gate  Keeper  of  the  State  Grange. 
The  funeral  services  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Edwin  L.  Wile  of  the  Church  of 
Christ,  Canton,  Pa.  Interment  was  made  in  Maclntosh-Hallor  Cemetery.  Two 
sons  and  three  daughters  remain  to  mourri  the  loss  of  a  devoted  father." 


EXTRA  SESSION  RESOLUTION 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  Memorial  services,  Captain  Frank  N.  Moore,  of 
Bradford  County,  presented  the  following  resolution,  urging  Governor  Pinchot  to 
call  a  special  session^  of  the  Legislature : 

"Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  our  Governor,  the  Hon.  Gifford  Pinchot,  re- 
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questing  him  to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  to  the 
end  that  our  election  laws  may  be  so  amended  as  to  make  it  impossible  for 
gangsters,  thugs,  gunmen  and  bootleggers  to  rob  the  ballot  box  of  its  sanctity 
and  rob  the  American  people  of  their  sacred  right  of  franchise.  Also  that  our 
State  banking  laws  and  the  laws  relating  to  building  and  loan  associations  be 
amended,  so  that  the  laboring  and  industrial  classes  of  our  citizenry  shall  not 
be  robbed  of  their  money." 

The  resolution   was   referred  to  committee   without  debate.     Another   resolu- 
tion on  law  enforcement  was  also  presented  at  this  time  and  referred   to  com- 
mittee.

WEDNESDAY  EVENING 

BANQUET  HALL  FILLED 

A.  H.  Fullerton,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  had  charge 
of  a  banquet  that  was  given  on  Wednesday  evening  in  the  dining  hall  of  the 
largest  Lutheran  church  in  the  city.  He  introduced  Worthy  Master  P.  H.  Dewey 
as  toastmaster.  There  were  more  than  five  hundred  guests  in  attendance,  which 
filled  the  dining  hall  to  capacity.  Several  hundred  more  were  anxious  to  be 
present  at  the  banquet,  but  it  was  impossible  to  accommodate  them,  because  there 
was  not  a  dining  hall  in  the  city  large  enough  for  the  occasion. 

Past  Masters  W.  F.  Hill  and  John  A.  McSparran,  Past  Lecturer  E.  B.  Dorsett 
and  other  prominent  members  made  informal  addresses.  Governor  Pinchot  was 
expected  to  attend,  but  owing  to  the  press  of  official  duties,  he  wired  his  regrets. 


THURSDAY  MORNING 


The  first  business  at  the  Thursday  morning  session  was  to  hear  suggestions 
or  nominations  for  one  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  one  member  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  one  Director  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange, 
the  same  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  afternoon  session. 

SENATOR  PEPPER  ADDRESSES  MEETING 

Pennsylvania's  senior  United  States  Senator,  George  Wharton  Pepper,  who 
was  present  by  invitation,  addressed  the  Grange  on  Thursday  morning.  A  recess 
was  declared  as  he  was  escorted  to  the  platform  by  the  assistant  stewards.  He 
was  accorded  a  hearty  welcome.  A  delegation  of  prominent  citizens  of  Johns- 
town, headed  by  Mayor  Franke,  occupied  seats  on  the  platform  during  the  course 
of  Senator  Pepper's  address. 

"It  is  easy  for  me  td  feel  at  home  with  you,"  remarked  Senator  Pepper  in 
conversational  tones.     "While  I   do  not  profess  to  be  a  practical   farmer,  I  have 
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lived  a  big  part  of  my  life  on  farms  and  out  of  doors.  Mrs.  Pepper  and  I  live 
on  a  farm  of  one  hundred  seventy-seven  acres  in  Eastown  Township  of  Chester 
County.  We  milk  about  thirty  Jersey  cows,  sell  milk  and  -make  butter.  We 
grow  the  usual  crops. 

"As  a  United  States  Senator  from  a  big  State  like  this  has  to  work  at  least 
as  hard  as  a  farmer,  you  can  imagine  that  all  the  farming  I  have  time  for  is 
to  keep  in  touch  with  what  is  going  on  and  lend  an  extra  hand  whenever  I  can 
get  a  day  or  a  half  day  off.     Mrs.  Pepper  is  the  practical  member  of  our  outfit. 

"We  have  a  farmer  and  his  wife  to  work  with  us.  We  never  owned  a  tractor 
and  have  always  used  horse  power.  Lately  we  invested  in  a*  pair  of  mules  and 
the  results  indicate  that  we  did  a  wise  thing.  While  I  do  not  profess  to  know 
the  answer  to  all  your  problems,  I  know  what  most  of  them  are,  and  I  spend 
time  and  thought  trying  to   analyze  the  various  measures   which   my  colleagues 

in  the  Senate  bring  forward  for  the  relief  of  the  farmer. 

» 

"I  notice  a  marked  difference  between  Pennsylvania  farmers  and  those  of 
some  other  States.  As  a  rule  I  believe  we  are  good  husbandmen.  Many  of  our 
most  productive  farms  have  been  cultivated  for  more  than  two  hundred  years, 
and  yet  the  soil  is  more  fertile  than  ever." 

While  he  was  on  the  subject  of  farming.  Senator  Pepper  paid  a  compliment 
to  the  farm  women  of  the  State. 

"I  believe,"  he  said,  "that  one  reason  why  we  take  such  a  sane  view  of 
agricultural  problems  and  are  so  strong  for  economy  and  local  self-government 
is  because  in  Pennsylvania  our  women  folks  have  always  played  so  large  a  part 
in  our  farm  life.  I  think  the  day  is  coming  when  something  like  an  adequate 
tribute  will  be  paid  to  the  farm  women  and  the  part  they  have  played  throughout 
our  history.  I  believe  the  Grange  has  never  more  clearly  proved  its  wisdom 
than  by  leading  the  organizations  of  this  country  in  giving  full  recognition  and 
representation  to  women." 

Speaking  of  the  general  policies  of  the  Government,  Senator  Pepper  advocated 
a  speedy  and  generous  settlement  of  debts  due  us  by  foreign  governments,  the 
limitation  of  military  armaments  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  national  safety 
and  the  adherence  of  the  United  States  to  the  World  Court. 

Expressing  admiration  for  the  principles  outlined  in  the  Grange  Declaration 
of  Purposes,  which  has  so  long  been  the  guiding  star  of  the  Order,  the  speaker 
<:oncluded : 

"Men  and  women  of  the  Grange,  an  Order  so  conceived  and  so  dedicated  is 
an  institution  of  great  value  to  the  Republic.  It  is  worthy  of  the  influence  it 
has  gained  in  the  life  of  the  State  and  Nation.  I  wish  the  Grange  and  its  in- 
dividual members  long  life  and  increased  prosperity."

The  cost  of  insurance  for  a  truck  is  $25.00  per  year. 

Day  by  day  our  highways  become  more  and  more  hazardous,  until  now  one 
cannot  venture  forth  in  his  pleasure  car  without  joepardizing  his  entire  holdings. 
In  view  of  these  facts  and  considerations,  we  most  heartily  recommend  this  in- 
surance to  our  members.

Your  Insurance  committee  is  pleased  that  the  Grange  with  its  conserv- 
tism  which  has  proven  its  salvation  in  many  troublesome  times  wisely  decided 
that  the  only  safe  and  feasible  plan  for  Grange  Life  Insurance  was  to  organize 
it  on  a  Legal  Reserve  basis,  thus  avoiding  the  pitfall  into  which  many  Fraternal 
Orders  have  fallen  through  having  the  Fraternal  and  Assessment  forms  of  Life 
Insurance. 

When  we  consider  the  excellent  service  that  is  being  rendered  to  our  mem- 
bership by  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  we  have  every 
reason  to  be  grateful  to  our  beloved  Past  Master,  William  T.  Creasy,  Past  Master 
E.  B.  Norris  of  New  York  State  Grange,  and  our  Worthy  National  Master,

PENNSYLVANIA  GRANGE  NEWS 

We  have  audited  the  books  of  the  Pennsylvania  Grange  News,  and  we  find 
the  same  to  be  as  follows :

We  note  that  this  is  the  second  year  in  succession  in  which  the  expenses  of 
the  State  Grange  were  greater  than  its  income.  During  the  fiscal  year  of  1924, 
we  drew  on  our  surplus  to  the  extent  of  about  $9,000.  The  fact  that  we  ran 
behind  financially  in  1924  was  partly  due  to  the  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
with  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  State  Grange.  But  the 
outlay  in  connection  with  that  anniversary,  which  was  entirely  legitimate  and 
commendable,  accounted  for  only  about  half  of  the  amount  we  ran  behind. 

During  the  fiscal  year  of  1925,  when  there  were  no  expenditures  beyond  the 
ordinary,  our  disbursements  were  more  than  $3,000  greater  than  our  receipts. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  would  be  unwise  to  further  reduce  our 
surplus.  Since  there  appears  to  be  no  way  of  reducing  our  expenditures  without 
crippling  the  activities  of  the  Grange  and  leaving  the  organization  without  suf- 
ficient funds  to  perform  its  functions  efficiently,  it  would  seem  the  part  of 
wisdom  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  increase  our  income. 

We  may  as  well  face  the  fact  that  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  is  no 
longer  as  great  as  it  was  when  the  pre€ent  rate  of  dues  was  fixed.  The  sum  of 
$1.50,  which  pays  the  minimum  dues  of  members  in  both  Subordinate  and  Pomona 
Grange,  is  actually  ten  cents  less  per  year  than  the  dues  that  were  charged 
when  the  dollar  was  worth  one  hundred  cents.  In  addition  to  that,  we  give  the 
Pomona  Granges  representation  in  the  State  Grange  and  pay  the  mileage  of 
their  delegates,  not  to  mention  the  increase  in  dues  to  the  National  Grange,  which 
was  necessary  and  unavoidable.  ,  . 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  good  of  the  Order  would  be  served  by  increasing 
the  membership  dues  ten  cents  a  year,  making  the  minimum  dues  $1.60  a  year, 
which  was  the  amount  formerly  paid  by  members  of  both  Subordinate  and  Pomona 
Grange.  In  view  of  the  many  splendid  services  which  the  Grange  is  rendering  to 
its  members,  we  feel  warranted  in  saying  that  such  a  modest  increase  in  dues, 
amounting  to  less  than  one  cent  a  month,  should  not  be  looked  upon  as  burden- 
some. 

We  are  not  discussing  how  the  added  funds  should  be  divided  among  the 
different  units  of  the  Order,  aUhough  it  is  apparent  that  the  major  portion  of 
the  increased  revenues  should  go  to  the  State  Grange.  Subordinate  and  Pomona 
Granges  always  have  the  right  to  increase  their  dues  above  the  minimum  fixed 
by  the  constitution  if  they  see  fit. 
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Th.  r;.rrvine  out  of  the  plan   above   outlined  would  call   for  a  number  of

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION

TVi«  Qfat*.  fnrests  are  more  and  more  valuable  as  oDjeci  lessous        v 
foreSy      The  results  obt^ned  there  are  the  best  proof   of   what  our   forests 
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can  do.  They  demonstrate  in  a  most  practical  way  how  forest  properties  should 
be  handled.  These  state  owned  lands  are  a  successful  business  enterprise.  Since 
they  were  acquired  they  have  netted  a  gain  to  the  State  of  more  than  $5,000,000 
over  all  expenditures  for  administration,  development,  and  improvement. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  call  to  your  attention  the  work  of  the  State  Forest 
School  at  Mont  Alto,  the  next  to  the  oldest  existing  forest  school  in  America.  Its 
outdoor  equipment  for  practical  instruction  in  forestry  is  without  a  peer  in 
America.  Eighty  students  are  now  enrolled.  During  the  last  year  enlarged 
facilities  have  been  provided  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  School.  A  new 
school  building  is  under  construction.  The  graduates  of  this  institution  have 
done  great  service  in  bringing  about  better  forest  practice  in  Pennsylvania.  The 
School  merits  the  continued  support  of  the  State  Grange.     • 

Among  the  other  agencies  in  the  State  engaged  in  educational  work  in 
forestry  with  the  farmers  is  Pennsylvania  State  College,  which  offers  courses  in 
Farm  Forestry  to  its  students,  and  the  State  Extension  Service,  which  gives 
advice  to  farmers  for  the  better  management  of  their  woodlands. 

The  importance  of  water  conservation  in  Pennsylvania  is  continually  better 
understood  by  our  citizens.  Water  is  vital  to  life.  It  should  be  freely  available 
for  every  reasonable  need.  As  with  forests,  so  have  our  water  resoures  been 
abused.  The  State  Sanitary  Water  Board  and  the  State  Water  and  Power 
Resources  Board  are  carrying  out  constructive  programs  for  the  improvement  and 
development  of  our  water  supplies.  It  is  necessarily  a  slow  process  to  overcome 
the  wrong  tendencies  of  the  past,  but  with  public  support  these  agencies  will  bring 
about  much  needed  improvements.     They  are  doing  good  work. 

Legislation  for  the  development  of  Giant  Power,  as  recommended  by  the 
Giant  Power  Survey  Board,  was  introduced  in  the  1925  Session  of  the  General 
Assembly.  It  was  defeated  by  the  opposition  of  the  power  companies.  In  view 
of  the  strength  of  this  opposition  the  efforts  of  the  State  Administration  and 
of  the  farmers'  organizations  were  concentrated  upon  the  bill  to  continue  the 
Board  and  on  two  other  bills.  One  was  to  secure  electric  service  to  farmers  by 
authorizing  the  creation  of  mutual  electric  associations  to  serve  their  members 
and  the  other  was  for  the  incorporation  of  rural  electric  districts  to  serve  their 
inhabitants  through  systems  publicly  owned  by  the  districts.  The  associations 
and  the  districts  alike  were  to  function  only  as  distributing  units  and  were  to 
have  the  right  to  connect  at  their  own  expense  with  and  take  current  from  any 
transmission  line,  paying  the  average  cost  to  the  selling  company  over  its  whole 
system  of  generation  and  transmission. 

This  principle  was  vigorously  opposed  by  the  companies.  The  two  farmer's 
bills  were  killed  in  committee  and  the  bill  to  continue  the  Giant  Power  Survey 
Board,  though  reported  out,  failed  to  pass.  In  this  situation  the  Governor  created 
by  executive  order  a  new  Giant  Power  Board  which  has  been  functioning  as  best 
it  could  without  an  appropriation. 

The  Governor  also,  acting  with  the  Governors  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey, 
created  a  Joint  Giant  Power  Commission  of  the  three  States  to  draft  and  submit 
to  the  Legislatures  a  compact  for  the  regulation  of  Interstate  business  in  electric 
power.  This  Commission  was  organized  on  October  31,  1925,  at  Princeton,  New 
Jersey,  and  elected  the  following  officers : 

Dr.  Charles  Browne,  of  New  Jersey,  Chairman ;  Hon.  William  A.  Prendergast, 
of  New  York,  Vice-Chairman ; Philip  P.  Wells,  of  Pennsylvania,  Secretary. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  is  of  first  importance  because  the  extension 
of  transmission  lines  is  resulting  in  the  transmission  of  electric  current  across 
State  boundaries.  Such  transmission  is  interstate  commerce  and  beyond  the 
power  of  the  States  alone  to  regulate  each  for  itself.  Moreover  Congress  has 
made  no  provision  for  such  regulation  unless  the  current  happens  to  be  generatefl

This  means,  for  example,  that  if  a  Pennsylvania  farmer  on  the  banks  of  he 
Delaware  River  should  be  injured  by  any  storage  or  diversion  of  water  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  he  could  bring  suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages  in  the  Penn- 
sylvL^  Co.mty  where  the  injury  was  suffered  and  could  compel  the  attendance 
there  of  the  defendant.  Coal  companies  objected  to  this  provision  lest  they  be 
sor^e  day  required  to  answer  in  a  Xew  Jersey  Court  for  wrongs  done  to  a 
citizen  of  New  Jersey.  .

REPORT  OF  KEYSTONE  GRANGE  EXCHANGE 

Again  we  ask  the  privilege  of  submitting  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
in  session  at  Johnstown,  Pa.,  a  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Keystone 
Grange  Exchange  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1925. 

That  we  have  had  another  successful  year  is  shown  by  the  balance  sheet  which 
we  submit  at  the  close  of  this  statement.  When  we  say  successful  we  are  taking 
the  year's  results  as  a  unit,  for  we  regret  to  have  to  report  that  some  com- 
modities have  dropped  below  last  year's  record.  Among  them  are  auto  tires,  coal, 
fence,  silos,  etc.  The  decrease  on  these  is  more  than  offset  by  the  extraordinary 
increase  in  the  leading  commodities  of  the  list  which  rank  as  follows : 

First.  Commercial  Fertilizers  hold  the  banner  for  increased  volume  and 
exceed  last  year's  record  by  more  than  $42,000.  Keystone  brands  are  winning 
their  way  into  more  and  more  Subordinate  Granges  each  year,  and  our  present 
plan  of  maintaining  prices  through  the  season  and  then  refunding  to  those  who 
have  been  loyal  to  Grange  cooperation,  is  meeting  with  approval.  The  refunds 
we  make  on  fertilizers  alone  will  total  over  ten  thousand  dollars  this  year. 

Second.  Feed  account  shows  a  marked  increase  in  volume  and  proves 
beyond  a  doubt  that  our  brands  of  Dairy  Feeds  are  giving  satisfaction  and  making 
new  friends  wherever  they  are  tried  out.  The  increase  on  feeds  this  year  is 
more  than  $29,000,  and  this  increase  has  been  made  against  strong  opposition 
from  other  cooperative  organizations  and  milling  interests,  whose  agents  have 
been  riding  the  country,  tying  up  the  farmer  at  prices  ranging  from  one  to  tour 
dollars  a  ton  more  than  we  are  asking.  .  •  i    «. 

The  third  ranking  account  is  that  of  Groceries  which  shows  a  gain  over  last 
year's  record  of  $11,600.  This  account  has  always  been  among  our  leaders. 
Binder  Twine  also  shows  a  gain  of  $1000,  with  the  other  commodity  accounts 
following  closely  last  year's  records.

It  was  our  privilege  to  attend  the  annual  assembly  of  the  Priests  of  Demeter 
in  Sacramento,  at  which  a  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  ritual  of  the 
Sixth  Degree  and  report  at  the  meeting  of  1926.  A  richer  and  fuller  degree  will 
be  presented  to  the  candidates  after  this  revision  is  completed.  The  new  language 
of  the  degree  is  very  beautiful  in  sentiment,  and  we  are  glad  that  it  has  been 
added  to  it. 

It  is  too  bad  that  some  of  the  Granges  do  not  see  their  duty  in  regard  to 
raising  their  quota  for  the  dormitory  for  girls  at  State  College.  If  we  are  going 
to  build  this  memorial  dormitory,  why  not  do  it  immediately?  What  is  to  be 
gained  by  waiting?  While  at  Centre  Hall  we  were  taken  to  State  College  to  see 
the  site  of  the  proposed  dormitory.  It  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sites  on  the 
college  grounds.  Many  Granges  have  paid  their  quota,  and  some  have  exceeded 
the  required  amount.

1925  SESSION  OF  THE  LEGISLATURE 

The  last  session  of  the  Legislature  was  the  shortest  of  recent  years,  and  com- 
paratively little  constructive  legislation  was  enacted.  A  combination,  hostile  to 
the  Executive,  organized  the  House  and  elected  the  Speaker,  and  the  interests 
of  the  public  in  many  important  respects  were  lost  sight  of  in  the  clashing  of 
rival  factions.  The  sins  of  the  Legislature  were  those  of  omission,  rather  than 
commission.  With  the  exception  of  the  liberal  appropriation  covering  damages

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

There  has  been  developed  in  the  Highway  Department,  to  even  a  greater 
degree  than  in  the  Educational  Department,  a  highly  autocratic  and  centralized 
system.  Not  only  does  the  Department  assume  to  supervise  and  control  the 
minutest  details  of  township  road  repair  and  maintenance,  but  it  even  seizes  private 
property  for  improved  roads  in  a  way  never  heretofore  attempted  by  any  one. 
We  demand  less  centralization  and  a  return  to  local  officers  of  the  control  of 
local  affairs  for  which  they  are  chosen. 

W6  favor  the  assuming  by  the  State  of  the  repair,  maintenance  and  construc- 
tion of  all  bridges  on  the  primary  road  system. 

The  heavy  automobile  truck  is  a  menace  to  improved  roads,  as  well  as  to  our 
railroads.  We  are  convinced  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  can  no  longer  afford 
to  break  up  our  road  system  by  heavy  automobile  freight  traffic  and  impose 
upon  ourselves  the  extra  cost  that  will  come  in  rates  on  railroads  due  to  the 
loss  of  this  necessary  business. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  Legislature  should  earnestly  address  itself  to 
the  question  of  prohibiting  the  use  of  improved  roads  to  all  trucks  which  carry 
a  load  in  excess  of  two  tons  on  a  single  wheel. 

COUNTRY  DOCTORS 

The  position  of  the  Grange  as  a  leader  in  rural  thought  and  the  public  con- 
fidence in  such  leadership  has  been  most  strikingly  demonstrated  during  the  past 
year  by  the  almost  startling  and  practically  unanimous  approval  of  the  position 
taken  by  this  organization  relative  to  the  practice  of  medicine  in   rural  districts. 
We   bring   before   you    for    consideration    a   plan    which    favors    the    revision    of 
existing  statutes  and  requirements  of  medical  schools  so  that  there  may  become 
available  for  location  in  country  districts  physicians  who  are  fully  qualified   for 
general  practice,  but  who  have  not  been  compelled  to  take   long  and  expensive 
specialized    courses,    studying    so    many    things    extraneous    to    medicine.       This 
question  is   properly  one  of   Legislation   for,  over  a  period   of  years,  there   has 
gradually   and   insiduously   been   erected   a   system,  based   partly   on    statute   law 
and  partly  on  the  rules  and  regulations  of  colleges,  which  surrounds  the  medical 
profession  like  a  Chinese  Wall.     Such  system  requires  men  who  wish  to  engage 
in  the  medical   profession   to   spend   nearly   a   decade,   or   what   will   be   in   most 
cases  nearly  one-fourth   of   their  active  business   life   in   study,   preparation   and 
training.     The  cost  thereof  is  obvidusly  very  high.     The  result  has  been  that  m 
recent   years    young   men    who   have   completed   the   prescribed   courses    have   in- 
vested  so   much   time   and   money,   and   have   become   so   equipped    for    work    as 
specialists,    they    neither    desire,    nor    can    they    afford,    to    locate    in    the    rural 
districts,  or  engage  in  the  general  practice  of  medicine.     Thus  during  the  past  few 
years  there  has  been  a  steadily  growing  derth  of  general  practitioners  everywhere, 
and  particularly  in  the  country  districts.     We  do  not  criticise  the  young  men  who, 
after  such  an  investment  of  time  and  money,  feel  they  must  locate  m  the  thickly 
populated  areas  where  they  can  receive  an  adequate  return  from  that  investment, 
but  we  do  criticise  a  system  which  makes  pre-requisitel  to  the  study  of  medicine 
a   scholastic   degree  and   which   requires  after   the  medical   course   in   college   an 
apprenticeship    in    a    hospital.      We    feel    that    medical    standards    would    not    be 
lowered  if  the  system  were  so  changed  as  to  permit  the  study  of   medicine  by 
those    who   have    graduated    from    high    school,    the    medical    course    to   be    then 
followed  by  one  year's  apprenticeship  or  association  with  a  practicing  physician. 
This   would   give   to  the   student   who   does   not   care  to   specialize,  the   complete 
medical  course  as  now  required,  would  give  him  one  years  experience  m  actual 
practice   and    would    permit   boys    and   girls   of    moderate   means    to    quahfy    for 
practice  after  only  four  years  spent  in  college.     Under  the  present  system,  each 
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year  sees  fewer  and  fewer  doctors  practicing"  in  the  country  and  the  situation  is 
now  becoming  acute.  If  consumers  are  to  be  supplied  with  food-stuflfs,  if  small 
towns  and  farm  homes  are  to  continue  to  exist,  if  agriculture  is  to  prosper, 
country  life  must  be  relieved  of  the  hazard  of  no  medical  facilities.  We,  there- 
fore, recommend  that  your  committee  be  authorized  to  investigate  this  question, 
and  if  it  deems  advisable,  to  make  demands  at  the  next  general  session  of  the 
Legislature  for  such  laws  which,  without  lowering  the  standards  of  the  profession, 
will  enable  the  youth  of  the  country,  to  equip  themselves  for  medical  service, 
without  undue  expenditure  of  time  and  money. 

ELECTION  LAWS 

We  deplore  corruption  in  public  elections  and  point  with  pride  to  the  fact 
that  instances  thereof  are  almost  without  exception  confined  to  the  cities  and  do 
not  occur  in  the  country  districts.  We  favor  the  surrounding  of  primary  and 
general  elections  with  proper  safeguards.  However,  dishonesty  on  the  part  of 
election  officers  can  not  be  prevented  by  law.  Therefore,  care  should  be  taken 
in  changing  present  laws  to  see  that  in  attempting  to  cure  the  existmg  evil,  a 
still  greater  evil  be  not  inflicted  upon  country  districts.  It  is  growing  increasmgly 
difficult,  because  of  the  expenses  and  burdens  of  the  present  system,  to  obtain 
proper  candidate  for  offie.  No  laws  should  be  enacted  which  will  increase  this 
tendency  and  any  law  which  is  to  be  approved  should  provide  for  a  quick  and  con- 
clusive settlement  of  election  contests. 


GIANT  POWER 

We  commend  Governor  Pinchot  for  his  efforts  in  attempting  to  carry  the 
use  and  benefit  of  electricity  to  rural  communities,  and  pledge  to  him  our  as- 
sistance in  his  further  attempts  toward  that  end. 

TAXATION 

The  great  and  outstanding  question  of  taxation  is  now  receiving  much  public 
attention,  but  we  regret  to  say  that  in  all  the  publicity  which  the  question  is 
receiving,  and  in  all  the  proposals  which  are  being  agitated,  there  is  little,  if  any 
thing,  being  offered  which  will  in  auy  way  lighten  the  burdens  of  the  home  owner 
and  of  the  farmer.  In  the  last  session  of  our  Legislature  there  was  enacted 
nothing  which  will  equalize  the  wide  variations  in  taxes  to  which  different  classes 
of  property  are  subject.  Instead,  the  Legislature  most  shamefully  refused  to 
re-enact,  even  for  another  two  year  period,  the  emergency  profits  tax  and  thus 
relinquished  the  only  state  tax  on  manufacturing  corporations.  Such  law  should 
have  been  re-enacted,  or  even  better,  there  should  have  been  imposed  on  the 
capital  stock  of  manufacturing  and  laundrying  corporations  a  tax  of  five  mills, 
so  that  such  corporations  would  have  been  placed  on  equal  footing  with  others 
and  lose  their  unfair  exemption  which  they  now  enjoy.  Why  is  it  that  the  cor- 
porations which  pay  this  tax,  and  even  the  small  manufacturer  who  pays  local 
taxes  on  fair  valuation,  do  not  join  in  the  demand  that  the  big  and  wealthy  manu- 
facturing corporations  with  high  capitalization,  which  pay  no  state  tax  at  all  and 
local  taxes  on  only  ridiculously  small  valuations,  shall  be  compelled  to  contribute 
to  the  costs  of  state  government? 

We  shall  continue  to  fight  for  this  tax  and  some  day  it  will  be  imposed.  This 
is  the  fairest,  the  most  equitable  and  the  quickest  temporary  relief  in  sight.  We 
believe  that  this  body  should  authorize  a  thorough  study  of  taxation  so  that 
a  well  desired  plan  might  be  submitted  at  our  next  meeting,  which  plan  if  adopted 
may  then  be  presented  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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We  favor  an  amendment  to  the  state  constitution  which  will  permit  the  Legis- 
lature to  impose  graduated  income  and  inheritance  taxes,  with  reasonable  ex- 
emptions of  small  incomes  and  estates. 

We  are  opposed  to  any  amendments  to  the  Federal  Income  Tax  law  which 
will  reduce  the  surtax  on  large  incomes  until  the  war  debt  is  paid.  When  we 
fought  the  war,  we  conscripted  the  man-hood  of  the  nation  and  by  all  that  is 
fair,  when  we  pay  for  the  war,  we  should  conscript  the  wealth  of  the  nation. 

We  favor  the  repeal  of  the  Federal  Inheritance  Tax  Law,  believing  that  this 
is  a  field  of  taxation  which  should  be  left  to  the  states. 


PROHIBITION  ENFORCEMENT 

After  proper  procedure,  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  amended 
and  Federal  laws  were  enacted  so  as  to  make  illegal  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors.  Such  is  now  the  fixed  policy  of  our  Government  and  as  such 
should  be  upheld,  supported  and  enforced  the  same  as  other  policies.  We  desire 
to  re-affirm  our  position  that  constitutional  and  statute  law  should  be  enforced 
by  public  officers.  It  is  apparent  to  everyone  that  this  is  not  being  done.  We 
demand  that  public  servants,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest  degree,  who  are  in 
any  way  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  these  laws,  be  fully  charged  with 
that  responsibility,  and  that  in  the  event  of  further  refusal  or  neglect  in  such 
enforcement,  there  be  meted  out  to  them  the  penalties  therefor.  The  people  of 
this  country  should  awake  to  the  fact  that  from  such  non-enforcement  there  is 
growing  a  spirit,  which,  unless  curbed,  will  ultimately  undermine  those  sacred 
rights  of  life,  liberty  and  property.  Disregard  of  law,  connivance  with  law 
breakers,  and  spineless  enforcement  will  breed  anarchy  and  threaten  the  very 
life  of  our  republic.  We  do  not  favor,  and  will  oppose,  any  attempts  to  repeal 
or  modify  the  Volstead  Law.  • 

FEDERAL  COOPERATIVE  LEGISLATION 

We  pledge  our  efforts  to  the  enactment  of  a  Federal  law  which,  while  aiding 
cooperative  marketing  agencies  in  carrying  out  their  functions,  does  not  subject 
such  associations  to  bureaucratic  control  of  their  business  operations. 

FEDERAL  DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

We  re-affirm  our  opposition  to  the  proposed  Federal  Department  of  Education. 
The  instruction  of  the  youth  of  the  land  should  be  controlled  by  locally  elective 
officers  in  local  districts  and  not  by  State  or  Federal  appointees,  from  State  or 
Federal  Capitals. 

TARIFF  COMMISSION 

The  so  called  flexible  provision  of  the  Tariff  Law  has,  in  its  operation,  been 
far  from  satisfactory.  It  has  neither  removed  the  subject  of  tariff  from  Politics 
or  resulted  in  rates  keeping  abreast  of  changing  economic  conditions.  We 
recommend  that  the  powers  of  the  Tariff  Commission  be  restricted  to  gathering 
information  for  Congress. 

NATIONAL  BOARD  OF  FARM  ORGANIZATIONS 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  the  National  Grange  has  not,  a^  yet,  seen  fit  to  move 
its  office  into  the  National  Board  Headquarters.  Until  it  does  this,  we  recommend 
that  we  continue  our  relations  with  the  National  Board. 
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CONCLUSION 

The  situation  as  it  has  developed  in  these  last  few  years  brings  us  most 
definitely  to  the  conclusion  that  we  cannot  depend,  for  the  welfare  of  Agriculture, 
upon  those  who  profess  such  friendliness  toward  our  business,  but  whose  material 
interest  is  in  other  occupations.  If  Agriculture  is  to  win  its  way  back  to  its 
former  independent  and  equitable  position,  it  will  be  only  through  the  efforts 
of  those  who  are  engaged  in  agriculture.  Therefore  the  member  of  the  Grange, 
or  of  other  farm  organizations  who  gives  of  his  time,  energy  and  money  toward 
the  building  and  strengthening  of  his  organization,  is  contributing,  just  as  surely 
to  his  material  welfare  as  when  he  plows  and  plants  and  reaps.  We,  then,  should 
lend  our  energies  to  the  advancement  of  our  organization  until  its  proportionate 
strength  is  equal  to  that  of  the  other  great  organizations  which  operate  so  suc- 
cessfully in  the  halls  of  legislation.  Then,  in  even  greater  degree  than  now,  will 
your  committee,   representing  you,   receive   that   consideration  to    which   you   are 

entitled.

WHEREAS:  The  present  coal  strike  has  cut  off  a  large  part  of  the  fuel 
supply  upon  which  many  millions  of  people  depend  and  is  a  strike  against  the 
public  safety,  thereby  exposing  millions  to  severe  hardships,  sickness  and  suffering, 
also  in  nearly  every  instance,  forcing  them  to  pay  exhorbitant  prices  for  a  com- 
mon necessity.  In  every  case,  it  imposes  unnecessary  suffering  upon  a  public  which 
has  no  part  in  the  dispute  that  led  up  to  the  strike  and  has  no  voice  in  its  settle- 
ment. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  Lehigh  and  Northampton 
Counties  Pomona  in  regular  session  at  Schoenersville,  this  Fifth  day  of  Decem- 
ber 1925  do  hereby  protest  against  any  temporary  settlement  which  does  not  now 
and  forever  settle  this  question,  that  there  is  no  right  to  strike  against  the  public 
safety  by  anyone,  anywhere,  at  any  time,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  nation  must 
rank  higher  than  those  of  any  organization  or  individual.

Not  knowing  the  subjects  of   legislation  which  might  be   recommended   by 


Governor  Pinchot  in  his  call,  if  any,  for  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature,  we 
believe  that  the  State  Grange  should  not  go  on  record  as  either  favoring  or  op- 
posing such  special  session.  But  if  we  could  be  assured  in  advance  that  the 
Executive,  in  such  call,  would  request  the  Legislature  to  enact  laws,  in  addition 
to  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the  resolution,  providing  for  the  equalization  of  tax- 
ation, for  the  imposition  of  a  five  mill  tax  on  the  capital  stock  of  manufacturing 
corporations;  for  decentralization  of  power  at  Harrisburg,  by  returning  to  local 
districts  the  control  of  schools  and  roads,  and  for  the  reduction  of  the  personnel 
and  expenses  in  the  Departments  of  Highways,  Education, 'and  Health,  then  we 
would  emphatically  say,  "Yes !" 

Report  of  Committee  sustained. 


MAINTENANCE  OF  IMPROVED  ROADS 

WHEREAS :  The  cost  of  improved  or  hard  surfaced  roads  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  runs  anywhere  from  $20,000  to  $50,000  per  mile  and  upwards,  and 
the  repair  bill  for  these  same  roads  reaches  hundreds  of  dollars  per  mile  annually, 
and  after  all  this  the  life  of  the  roads  is  anything  but  permanent,  and  must  be 
rebuilt  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  and 

WHEREAS:  A  large  proportion  of  travel  upon  these  roads  is  by  people 
who  pay  little  or  nothing  to  build  or  maintain  them,  and 

WHEREAS:  We  hold  that  the  only  fair  and  just  way  to  maintain  a  system 
of  hard  surfaced  roads  is  to  devise  a  plan  by  which  every  person  who  uses  such 
roads  be  required  to  pay  into  the  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  said  roads  a  sum 
in  proportion  to  their  use  of  the  same,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  Washington  Grange  No.  1489,  of  Washington  County 
recommend  the  passage  of  an  Act  by  the  Legislature  establishing  a  system  of 
taxation  for  all  descriptions  of  motor  vehicles,  as  follows :  1.  According  to  the 
weight  of  each.  2.  The  weight  of  load  carrying  capacity.  3.  A  mileage  rate 
on  all  roads  of  the  Commonwealth,  varying  as  to  the  state  of  improvement  and 

the  weight  of  vehicles  and  loads. 

W^ASHINGTON  GRANGE  1489. 

The  first  and  second  principle  are  covered  by  present  laws.  As  to  the  third, 
we  do  not  favor  a  mileage  tax  on  automobiles  or  trucks,  owing  to  the  difficulty 
of  collecting  such  a  tax,  and  for  the  further  reason  that  it  adds  a  penalty  upon 
farmers  who  live  the  farthest  from  market.  Then,  too,  the  gasohne  tax  is  in 
effect  a  mileage  tax,  for  the  one  who  drives  the  most  must  of  necessity  buy  the 
most  gasoline.     This  resolution  is,  therefore,  not  approved.

THE  PROBLEM 


citizen  in  medical  matters  which  would  necessitate  an  educational  program  to 
be  pursued  by  the  rural  physician,  and  lack  of  such  adjuncts  to  medical  practice- 
as  can  be  had  in  the  city,  poor  roads,  absence  of  water  power,  and  a  supposedly 
general  inclination  of  rural  citizens  to  disregard  medical  advice.  The  next  part 
of  the  problem  comes  from  gross  ignorance.  The  community  in  need  of  a  phy- 
sician does  not  know  how  to  go  about  procuring  one,  and  the  physician  in  need 
of  a  community  in  which  he  can  earn  his  living,  does  not  know  where  the  com- 
munity is  situated.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  word  "supposedly"  has  been  used 
much  in  the  definition  of  the  problem.  This  word  was  used  intentionally  because 
the  committee  feels  the  majority  of  the  disadvantages  of  rural  practice  are  mere 
suppositions. 

THE  SOLUTION 
The  solution  of  this  problem  must  be  attacked  from  three  angles. 

First:    THE  MEDICAL  MAN 

In  order  for  a  physician  to  practice  in  a  community,  he  must  find  the  com- 
munity. 

Second:    THE  COMMUNITY 

In  order  for  a  community  to  have  a  physician's  care,  it  must  find  the  physician. 

Third:    THE  STATE  GANGE 

It  must  be  the  policy  of  the  State  Grange  to  institute  some  means  whereby  the 
community  in  need  of  a  physician's  care  can  find  the  physician  in  need  of  a  com- 
munity in  which  to  practice. 

THE  RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  need  of  a  strong  committee  in  this  regards  is  very  apparent.  We  can  see 
that  in  order  to  accomplish  something  really  worth  while  for  rural  communities, 
in  a  medical  and  sanitary  sense,  it  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  scope  of  the 
committee  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring  in  contact  with  the  State  and  County  Depart- 
ments of  Health,  the  medical  schools,  the  hospitals  and  the  various  medical 
societies  that  now  function. 

The  first  step  in  the  working  of  this  committee  should  be  in  the  direction  of 
building  up  a  clearing  house  for  medical  practitioners  without  locations  and 
communities  without  medical  care.  This  would  not  be  a  difficult  task  because  the 
supply  of  physicians  desiring  locations,  which  would  not  dram  their  financial 
resources,  is  large  when  one  knows  how  to  reach  it,  and  the  communities  in  need 
of  medical  care  are  legion  in  this  State.  If  the  committee  could  be  given  carte 
blanche  to  proceed  to  bring  the  two  needs  together,  supply  would  fill  the  demand. 

The  committee  should  be  given  a  space  in  the  State  Grange  News  in  order 
that  proper,  ethical  and  valuable  propaganda  would  be  spread  in  the  rural  com- 
munities. The  column  should  deal  with  hygiene,  anti-quackeries,  should  be  able 
to  answer  questions  on  public  hea^h  work,  and  should  be  able  to  refer  certam 
querists  to  the  proper  authorities.  In  other  words,  a  department  should  be  de- 
veloped where  the  farmer  can  be  in  touch  with  ethical  medicine  and  feel  certam 
he  can  be  instructed  and  informed  in  those  things  in  which  he  desires  knowledge. 

The  committee  should  develop  a  connection  between  the  State  Department  of 
Health,  the  State  Department  of  Welfare  and  the  farmer  The  committee  should 
be  able  to  inform  the  State  Authorities  concerning  wretched  conditions  m  school 
districts,  lack  of  quarantine  observance  and  suggest  remedies  for  the  various 
needs  of  the  various  communities. 
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The  farmer  should  have  a  definite  place  to  go  for  information  concerning  the 
proper  committal,  let  us  say,  of  imbecile  children,  tuberculosis  victims,  etc.  The 
committee  could  handle  such  work  and  be  of  immense  service  to  the  rural  citizen. 

In  other  words,  the  committee  could  be  developed  in  such  a  scope  that  it 
could  handle  any  inquiry  concerning  medicine  or  public  health  coming  from  a  rural 
community.  It  should  be  in  close  contact  with  the  State  Departments,  the  various 
contingent  medical  organizations,  and  should  be  so  friendly  and  pleasant  that  any 
Granger  would  feel  free  to  use  the  committees'  resources. 

The  Chai/man  of  the  Committee  should  be  a  practicing  physician  in  a  rural 
community,  who  is  a  Granger,  who  is  a  member  of  the  contingent  medical  societies, 
who  knows  the  needs  of  the  country,  and  who  appreciates  the  needs  of  young 
medical  folk  who  desire  practices.  The  interne  in  the  accredited  hospitals  is,  at  the 
close  of  his  term  of  service,  ready  to  write  his  State  Board  papers  and  be  quah- 
fied  to  practice  medicine  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Fully  eightv  per  cent,  of  the  physicians  are,  at  the  close  of  their  interneships 
desirous  of  a  place  to  practice  their  art,  but  have  no  idea  where  they  can  so  earn 

their  living.  ,  ,      ,  t_        j  r 

For  the  State  Grange,  through  its  committee  on  rural  health  and  farm  sani- 
tation to  prepare  an  attractive  brochure  dealing  with  the  medical  needs  of  rural 
communities  and  to  send  each  interne  in  the  State  a  copy  of  this  brochure,  would 
be  of  intense  value  to  the  interne,  and  would  be  responsible  for  bringing  commu- 
nities in  need  of  medical  care  with  physicians  ready  for  practice.  Through  the 
subordinate  Granges,  information  could  be  garnered  concerning  the  medical  needs 
of  the  communities  in  which  the  Granges  function  and  the  committee  could  refer 
physicians  to  the  various  communities  and  communities  to  the  physicians.  Agencies 
are  in  existence  that  charge  high  fees  for  such  service,  but  the  State  Grange  should 
be  willing  to  do  this  free  of  charge. 

Questionnaires  could  be  evolved  which  could  be  sent  to  communities  in  need 
of  resident  practitioners,  and,  when  these  are  properly  filled  out,  the  committee 
could  file  them  for  instant  reference. 

Questionnaires  could  be  sent  medical  men  and  women  who  answer  the  brochure 
of  the  State  Grange,  and  when  these  are  received,  they  could  be  filed. 

The  Chairman  could  arrange  for  the  proper  party  to  go  to  the  community  he 
deems  best  fitted  for  this  individual,  and  the  two  could  get  together  on  a  basis  ot 
understanding.  .  . 

The  con^munitv  should  be  willing  to  bear  a  certain  expense  of  the  arriving 
physician  and  should  be  willing  to  support  him  or  her  in  his  or  her  work.  Lack 
of  the  community  being  willing  to  assist  the  physician  financially  would  have  great 
weight  with  the  physician.  In  other  words,  the  community  should  assume  a  certain 
responsibility  to  the  new  physician   and,   in  these  days,   responsibility   is   usually 

financial. 

The  physician,  in  his  or  her  turn,  should  be  willing  to  practice  ethical  medicine 

for  reasonable  fees.  . 

The  Chairman  should  be  instructed  to  appear  before  graduating  classes  m  all 
the  Class  A  medical  schools  in  the  State  and  present  to  them  the  rural  medica 
problem      The  brochure  would  be  a  system  of  follow-up.     In  this  way,  the  medical 
practitioner  would  be  informed  of  the  rural  need  and,  if  it  be  presented  in  the 
proper  manner,  will  supply  it. 

A  series  of  letters  should  be  constructed  to  be  sent  to  the  various  contingent 
medical  societies  asking  cooperation  from  them.  The  Chairman  should  be  em- 
powered to  represent  the  State  Grange  in  this  manner  and  speak  before  such 
organizations  as  he  is  invited  so  to  do. 

I  have  stated  the  disadvantages  of  rural  practice  as  considered  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  physician.     The  advantages  of   rural  practice   should  be  mentioned. 
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They  are  financial  independence  from  the  very  start,  a  very  low  overhead,  a  variety 
of  cases,  particularly  of  chronic  diseases  and  neglected  surgical  possibilities,  and 
genuine  appreciation  of  work  done. 

No  urban  practice  can  be  established  in  less  than  four  years.    The  ever  present 
hospital  releases  the  practitioner  of   much   responsibility.     The  overhead  is  high 
and  the   income  is   far   from  being  in  keeping  with   expenses.     The  city  patient 
demands  modern  equipment.     The  rural  practitioner  can  establish  himself  or  herself 
immediately.     There  is  little  or  no  competition  and  the  people  have  been  neglected 
so  long  that  a  large  group  of  patients  is  immediately  found  who  are  in  urgent 
need  of   continuous   care.     The  overhead   is   very   low    and   equipment,  especially 
electrical,  is  not  required.     The  practitioner  brings  into  active  play  every  aid  he 
has  at  his  command  and  makes  his  findings  individual.     The  variety  of  cases  is 
just  as  great  as  in  the  city,  although  the  hospitalization  is  more  incomplete  and 
more  disregarded.     The  rural   practitioner  must  be   an  educator,   and  be  willing 
to  tolerate  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  his   rural  patients,  but  he  is  better 
paid,  and  sooner,  than  is  his  urban  associate.     Medicine  was  practiced  long  before 
the  finer  apparatus    for   diagnosis  and  treatment  was   invented   and  the  modern 
mind,  college   trained   and   psychologically   minded,   can   overcome    obstacles   that 
loomed  large  in  the  minds  of  early  rural  physicians.     The  automobile  has  revolu- 
tionized rural  practice.     The  county  medical  societies  are  willing  to  support  the 
specified   fee  idea  and  farmers  are  known  as  good  pay.     Altrustically,  the  rural 
doctor  gives  more  of  himself  than  his  urban  associate  and  receives   far  greater 
dividends. 

THE  RESULTS 

This  has  been  a  long  report,  but  it  has  been  carefully  considered  from  the 
three  important  angles— The  Medical  Man,  The  Rural  Community,  and  The  State 
Grange— and  we  feel,  as  a  committee,  that  if  the  State  Grange  could  see  its  way 
clear  to  establish  some  such  regime  as  has  been  discussed  in  this  report  that 
the  problem  will  be  more  than  solved.  It  will  be  the  means  of  making  the  contact 
between  the  State  and  the  rural  community  closer,  it  would  mean  that  the  medical 
world  which  is  grossly  uninformed  concerning  the  real  medical  needs  of  the 
rural  'community,  would  be  enlightened,  and  if  all  this  could  be  accomplished 
through  the  Grange  itself,  it  would  lead  to  a  Renaissance  of  Grange  activi  y  both 
in  communities  where  the  Grange  is  existing  and  where  the  Grange  is  unknown 
The  result  of  such  a  program  would  exceed  the  finest  anticipations  of  the  most 
hopeful  of  our  leaders.  The  Grange,  again,  would  work  on  this  slogan,  Each 
for  All  and  All  for  Each,"  and  it  would  be  the  means  of  making  rural  life 
happier,  healthier,  and  more  hopeful.  ^    ^    MARBAKER,  Chairman

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

The  Committee  on  Dairy  Interests  wishes  to  report  favorably  on  the  following 
resolutions,  referred  to  this  committee : 

WHEREAS :  The  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis  is  a  national  problem, 
therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED:     That  we,  The   Pennsylvania   State  Grange,  favor  a  sufficient 
appropriation  by  Congress  to  pay  the  full  indemnity  per  cow. 


Resolved:  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  unanimously  endorse  the 
action  of  the  last  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  in  appropriating  more  than 
$3,000,000  for  the  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis,  which  appropriation  was 
approved  by  the  Governor  in  the  sum  of  $2,249,000.  We  also  approve  the  splendid 
work  being  done  by  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  in  administering  this 
work. 

We  would  urge  that  the  State  continue  to  give  its  support  to  this  work  until 
bovine  tuberculosis;  is  entirely  eradicated.  If  this  same  process  of  appropriation 
be  continued  for  another  four  years,  the  complete  eradication  of  bovine  tubercu- 
losis in  Pennsylvania  will  be  assured.  ^

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  POMONA  GRANGES 

« 

Your  committee  has  had  one  petition  referred  to  it  with  reference  to  Pomona 
boundaries,  as  follows : 

"WHEREAS :  In  the  development  of  the  Pomona  division  of  our  Order  some 
matters  have  crept  in  that  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Grange  should  be  corrected, 
and 

"WHEREAS  :  Four  Granges  of  Lower  Luzerne,  Bloomingdale,  170  members; 
McKendree,  180  members;  Huntingdon  Creek,  253  members,  and  Salem,  153  mem- 
bers, were  given  to  Columbia  County  when  Luzerne  had'  no  Pomona ;  and, 

"WHEREAS:  Bloomingdale,  McKendree  and  Huntingdon  Creek,  topo- 
graphically, politically,  socially  and  economically  have  all  their  interests  in  Luzerne 
County,  while  Salem,  being  near  the  county  line  in  the  river  valley  has  an  mterest 
equally  divided ;  and, 

"WHEREAS:  The  existing  situation  is  an  injustice  to  Pomona  Grange  No. 
44,  of  Luzernd  County,  therefore  be  it 

"RESOLVED:  That  Pomona  Grange  No.  44  refer  this  matter  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  State  Grange  and  hereby  instruct  our  representatives  to  ask  the 
State  Grange  to  take  such  action  in,  the  premises  as  may  seem  fair  and  just  to 
all  concerned." 

This  matter  has  come  up  in  the  past  in  various  ways,  but  no  adequate  solution 
has  been  worked  out.  After  carefully  considering  the  questions  raised,  we 
recommend  : 

That  our  State  Master  and  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  and  instructed 
to  formulate  rules  whereby  any  subordinate  Grange  now  affiliated  with  a  Pomona 
not  of  its  own  county;  may,  after  notice  to  that  effect,  has  been  read  at  three  con- 
secutive meetings,  take  a  referendum  vote  upon  transferring  to  the  Pomona  of 
its  own  county  or  remaining  where  it  is. 
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And,  that  when  notice  of  this  action  has  been  duly  made  to  the  secretary  of 
the  State  Grange,  it  shall  be  binding  upon  all  concerned. 

By  way  of  consolidating,  unifying  and  ihaking  Pomona  work  more  effective 
we  recommend: 

1.  That  all  put  their  shoulder  to  the  wheel  and  quickly  sell  the  wonderful 
cook  book  which  our  Home  Economics  Committee  has  prepared. 

2.  That  the  work  of  raising  funds  for  the  new  girls  dormitory  at  State 
College,  be  constantly  pushed. 

3.  That  each  Pomona  have  a  live,  working  Home  Economics  committee ;  one 
of  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  work  for  the  establishment  of  such  committees  in 
each  Subordinate  Grange. 

4.  That  there  shall  be  a  committee  on  education,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
investigate  the  county  teachers  institutes  and  endeavor  to  get  more  rural  life 
problems  discussed  at  these  meetings. 

5.  That  there  shall  be  a  standing  committee  on  resolutions,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  investigate  matters  of  public  interest  and  make  suitable  recommenda- 
tions at  each  meeting. 

6.  That  Pomonas  take  a  parental  interest  in  all  that  pertains  to  Subordinate 
Grange  life;  and  assume  the  real  responsibility  that  our  Founders  intended  to 
place  upon  them. 

7.  That  each  have  a  real  working  committee  on  legislation  to  cooperate  with 
the  State  Legislative  Committee. 

8.  That  lecturers  should  have  at  least  one  annual  conference  of  Subordinate 
lecturers,  for  which  a  suitable  program  is  prepared  in  advance.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported  its  action  on  two  resolutions,  as 
follows : 

"RESOLVED:  That  Pomona  No.  3,  of  Chester  and  Delaware  Counties, 
petition  State  Grange  to  have  a  standing  Committee  on  Education,  this  committee 
to  consist  of  five  members,  each  of  said  committeee  to  be  well  versed  in  rural  school 
problems  and  needs." 

Owing  to   some   technical  questions   involved,   the   committee   disapproves  of 
this  resolution. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 
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"WHEREAS :  There  is  existing  at  the  present  time  a  vacancy  on  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and 

"WHEREAS:  It  is  our  impression  that  this  vacancy  is  to  be  filled  by  the 
designee  of  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 

"WHEREAS :  That  large  group  in  our  population,  the  mothers  and  daughters

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  Sacramento  session  of  the  National  Grange, 
the  following  proposals'  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the  National  Grange  were 
introduced  at  the  present  meeting  of  the  State  Grange  and  approved  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  By-Laws : 

1.  Amend  Article  VIII,  Section  I,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  paragraph, 
"However,  Subordinate  Granges  may  provide  for  honorary  members,  the  Grange 
to  pay  state  dues  upon  the  same." 

2.  Amend  Article  VII,  Section  III,  to  read  as  follows:  "The  minimum 
fee  for  the  Sixth  Degree  shall  be  Two  Dollars  for  each  person,  one-half  to  be 
retained  by  the  State  Grange  and  one-half  to  be  paid  to  the  National  Grange." 

3.  Amend  Article  VII,  Section  IV,  to  read  as  follows:  "The  initiation  fee 
for  the  Seventh  Degree  shall  be  Two  Dollars  for  each  person." 

All  of  the  above  proposals  were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  State  Grange. 


CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS  ADOPTED 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  L.  Ruppin,  of  Lancaster  County,  was 
approved  by  the  committee : 

"RESOLVED :  That  Article  III,  Section  III,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  be  hereby  amended  to  read  ast  follows : 

"Section  III.  Officers  of  the  State  Grange  shall  be  chosen  at  the  regular 
annual  meeting  every  second  year,  except  those  whose  terms  normally  expire  every 
odd  year."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

There  being  no  resolutions  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  and 
wishing  to  make  this'  report  concise,  we,  the  members  of  this  committee,  believing 
agriculture  to  be  the  most  basic  industry  do  most  heartily  recommend  its  further 
advancement. 

First.  We  especially  wish  to  commend  Governor  Pinchot  for  his  friendly 
attitude  toward  agriculture.  We  have  had  no  governor  in  recent  years  who  has 
been  more  sympathetic  toward  the  agricultural  interests  than  the  present 
Executive. 

Second.  By  absolute  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Har- 
risburg  and  with  Statd  College,  and  also  with  all  agents  of  the  College  and  the 
Department,  sent  out  to  benefit  us  and  our  industry. 

Third.  By  keeping  our  farms  attractive  and  our  homes  ideal,  so  that  those 
who  follow  in  our  footsteps  will  continue  to  advance  agriculture  and  not.  leave 
the  farm  to  be  sold  to  undesirable  aliens,  who  do  not  live  up  to  the  standards  of 
American  citizenship. 

Fourth.  By  inculcating  honesty,  nurturing  education,  supporting  temperance, 
cultivating  brotherly  love,  and  making  charity  an  essential  characteristic. 

Fifth.  By  making  our  farms  attractive,  keeping  them  free  from  weeds  and 
brush,  machinery  properly  stored,  orchards  properly  pruned  and  sprayed,  and 
allowing  no  billposting  on  our  buildings  or  the  roadside.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of 
The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

The  removal  of  the  main  offices  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  to  Harris- 
burg  has  added  to  its  efficiency  and  it  is  now  in  better  shape  to  serve  your  needs 
than  ever  before ;  we  therefore  urge  that  all  delegates,  in  accordance  with  a  previous 
resolution,  consider  themselves  agents  of.  the  Exchange  and  urge  their  Granges  to 
support  it.  Further,  we  bespeak  for  all  other  cooperative  endeavors  of  the  Grange 
a  continued  support  and  patronage. 
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We  especially  commend  to  the  Granges,  a  careful  study  of  the  various  phases 
of  cooperative  marketing,  with  a  view  to  eventually  selecting  the  one  that  con- 
forms to  Grange  principles  and  ideas.  The  Committee  wishes  to  emphasize  the 
need  of  caution  in  starting  organizations  for  cooperative  action,  inasmuch  as 
some  persons,  taking  advantage  of  the  present  trend  toward  cooperation  have 
captured  these  organizations  for  their  own  interests,  and  hafve  voted  themselves 
high  salaries,  and  control  the  organizations  for  their  own  purposes. 

Therefore,  the  committee  considers  it  important  to  warn  all  patrons  against 
professional  organizers,  and  that  the  tried  and  true  principles  of  the  Grange  be 
the  basis  on  which  the  officers  of  such  organizations  should  serve. 


RESOLUTIONS  REFERRED  TO  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  is  opposed  to  any  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  license,  supervise,  or  in  any  way  exercise  control 
over  the  business  affairs  of  cooperative  associations  by  means  of  Federal  boards 
or  commissions.  We  favor,  however,  sympathetic  assistance  through  educational 
work  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

This  resolution  is  approved  by  the  Committee.

RESOLVED:  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  approves  the  effort  of 
the  national  cooperative  organizations  to  secure  more  complete  exemption  of  co- 
operative marketing  associations  from  the  payment  of  federal  income  taxes,  and 
we  urge  our  representatives  in  the  Federal  Congress  to  lend  their  aid  to  this  effort.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RESOLUTIONS 

RURAL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange, 
No.  26,  and  respectfully  submitted  to  State  Grange: 

WHEREAS:  The  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of  physicians  in  the  rural 
districts  for  a  number  of  years  has  finally  reached  the  point  where  many  com- 
munities are  without  adequate  medical  service ;  and 

WHEREAS:  This  decrease  in  the  number  of  physicians- is  due  principally 
to  the  fact  that  very  few  young  physicians  are  locating  in  the  smaller  towns ;  and 

WHEREAS:     The    chief    reason    why    young    doctors    no   longer    locate    in 
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rural  communities  appears  to  be  because  the  increasing  expense  in  time  and  money 
of  the  pre-medical  and  medical  course  effectually  prevents  young  men  of  moderate 
means  from  the  farms  and  villages,  which  have  hitherto  supplied  the  ranks  of 
country  doctors,  from  studying  medicine;  and 

WHEREAS  :  An  intelligent  farming  class  will  not  long  endure  the  deprivation 
of  their  families  and  loved  one  of  medical  care  in  time  of  need ;  and 

WHEREAS :  This  condition  will  inevitably  lead  to  the  abandonment  of 
farming  by  the  more  intelligent  and  progressive  American  farmers,  which  would 
be  little  short  of  a  national  calamity;  and 

WHEREAS :  According  to  the  views  of  many  of  the  leaders  in  the  medical 
profession,  as  well  as  rural  physicians,  the  length  of  the  time  and  cost  of  the 
pre-medical  and  medical  courses  could  be  radically  reduced  without  detriment 
to  the  quality  of  the  training  for  rural  practice ;  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  we  call  upon  our  legislators  to  take  up  the  serious 
study  of  the  problem  and  work  for  the  solution  here  presented  by  having  not  only 
the  entrance  requirements  to  medical  colleges  reduced  to  a  high  school  diploma, 
but  also  have  the  time  and  cost  of  medical  study  brought  down  to  reasonable 
and  practical  limits.

TOLLS   ON    PHILADELPHIA-CAMDEN    BRIDGE 

WHEREAS :  A  controversy  between  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  over 
the  question  of  tolls  has  arisen  that  seems  to  endanger  the  speedy  completion 
and  operation  of  the  bridge  between  Philadelphia  and  Camden ; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED :  This  Pomona  No.  22,  of  Lower  Bucks 
and  Philadelphia  Counties,  are  in  favor  of  tolls, 

Provided,   First,  that  the   tolls  do  not  exceed   twenty   cents   per   automobile. 

Second.  That  they  are  discontinued  when  they  have  paid  off  the  cost  of  the 
bridge. 

Third.  That  the  money  returned  to  the  State  shall  be  used  to  improve  our 
roads. 

BE  IT  ALSO  RESOLVED :  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  State 
Grange  and  to  our  Representatives  at  Harrisburg.

WHEREAS:  Powerful  agencies  at  home  and  abroad  are  working  to  nullify 
the  Eighteenth  Amendment  as  well  as  commercialize  our  American  manhood  and 
womanhood,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  in  annual  session  as- 
sembled at  Johnstown,  December  9,  1925,  goes  on  record  as  opposing  said  action 
and  submits  the  following  as  the  Grange  position  on  law  enforcement : 

We  emphatically  deny  the  charge  that  the  crime  wave  which  is  sweeping  the 
country  is  the  result  of  prohibition.     It  is  rather  the  lack  of  it. 

We  also  deny  the  charge  that  conditions  generally  are  worse  now  than  they 
were  under  the  old  liquor  laws.  A  Uniter  States  Senator  in  an  adjoining  State 
recently  made  the  statement  that  "A  tax  on  liquor  would  soon  pay  our  national 
debt." 

The  most  we  ever  received  from  liquor  taxes  in  one  year  was  a  little  less 
than  half  a  billion  dollars,  while  last  year  the  tax  on  automobiles  was  over 
half  a  billion  dollars. 

Since  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  became  a  part  of  the  fundamental  law  of 
the  land,  twenty-five  labor  banks  have  been  organized  and  now  have  on  deposit 
$250,000,000.  Last  year  3,000  churches  were  built,  but  not  a  single  brewery  or 
distillery. 

Prohibition  is  beyond  criticism;  but  lax  prohibition  enforcement  is  not  an 
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argument  against  prohibition,  any  more  than  a  man  forging  a  check  is  an  argu- 
ment against  honesty. 

We  must  not  only  support  temperance,  but  we  must  observe  all  laws  and  aid 
and  support  every  honest  effort  towards  law  enforcement. 

To  this  end  we  pledge  our  support  to  the  Constitution,  our  loyalty  to  the  flag 
and  to  all  that  makes  for  better  homes  and  better  citizens.

As  the  Sunday  school  is  the  feeder 
for  the  church,  so  the  Juvenile  Grange  should  become  a  recruiting  center  for 
the  Subordinate  Grange. 

Not  the  least  of  the  advantages  of  the  Juvenile  Grange  is  that  it  enables 
many  parents  to  attend  Grange  meetings  regularly  who  would  otherwise  be  obliged 
to  remain  at  home  to  take  care  of  the  children. 

It  is  good  policy  to  allow  the  members  of  the  Juvenile  Grange  to  sit  in  the 
Subordinate  Grange  during  the  Lecturer's  hour  and  to  furnish  a  part  of  the 
program  of  the  Subordinate  Grange.  This  will  prove  helpful  for  young  and  old 
alike. 

The  members  of  the  Juvenile  Grange  will  early  learn  the  lessons  of  responsi- 
bility, discipline,  order  and  decorum,  and  they  will  be  taught  to  "Prepare  in 
happy  childhood  for  intelligent  manhood  and  womanhood."

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MILEAGE  AND  CREDENTIALS 

Your  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Credentials  submits  the  following  report: 

There  are  forty-six  Pomona  Granges  and  four  hundred  eighty-two  Subordinate 
Granges  represented  at  this  meeting.  The  number  of  Pomona  delegates  is  seventy- 
eight,  while  the  number  of  delegates  representing  Subordinate  Granges  is  seven 
hundred  twenty-eight,  making  a  combined  total  of  eight  hundred  six  delegates, 
coming  from  sixty-four  counties. 

The  average  cost  of  transportation  of  delegates  per  Grange  at  this  meeting 
was  $14.90,  as  compared  with  $18.31,  the  average  amount  paid  per  Grange  at  the 
annual  session  held  at  Reading  in  the  fall  of  1924.
